ON THE 

DOUBLE HEART AND KINDRED TRUTHS. 

CHAPTER I. 

Personal, Experience. 

I was born into this world Aug. 24, 
1854, in the township of Allen, Hills- 
dale county, Michigan. Born again 
May 9, 1886, at fifteen minutes to 
twelve, noon, in a potato patch in the 
township of Leoni, county of Jackson, 
state of Michigan. I never remember 
the time when I did not want to be a 
Christian; neither do I remember 
when I did not feel conviction for sin 
until I could sing,"0 happy day, that 
fixed my choice" etc. When only 
about eight years of age I went to the 
anxious seat with other . boys to seek 
salvation from hell, where then I be- 
lieved I would go if I died as I was. I 
did not find Jesus, but believe I was 
seeking Him; but no one seemed to 
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take an interest in my soul until the 
next day, when my elder brother came 
to me and asked me if I went forward 
the night before to get a seat or to 
seek salvation; and Satan tempted me 
to lie and I did, and replied, "To get a 
seat. " Young as I was I felt virtue 
go away from me. I did not like to 
go to the revival any more,but when I 
did go I kept in the back part of the 
church. From that time on I went 
from bad to worse. I began to use 
by- words that led to profanity and se- 
cret sins that defiled me, body, soul 
and spirit. 

All this time as I grew to adult age 
I was a regular attendant at the 
church and Sunday school. I would 
make resolutions to do better and be 
a Christian when older, or sometimes 
would promise when as old as a cer- 
tain young man I would give my 
heart to God, only to break them 
when "now" came. 

When a young man, twenty years 
old, I was attending a revival meeting 
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conducted by Rev. J. A. Mcllwain in 
the M. E. church at Leoni village 
and one night, being under conviction, 
I arose and said earnestly, substan- 
tially the following: "Dear friends, I 
would not dare say what you say, that 
is, that you know your sins are all 
blotted out and that God places them 
as far from you as the east is from 
the west. I wish I could. Will some 
one pray for me now? " Dear old 
Father Palmer knelt on the platform 
and offered a very fervent prayer in 
my behalf. I wept in the excitement 
that followed, but did not repent. At 
the close of meeting the people gath- 
ered around me and shook hands and 
said they were glad I had started and 
hoped I would hold out faithful, etc. 
Well, I felt rather pleased for whatl 
had done. I had created a little sen- 
sation and the devil made me believe 
I had made my "start" in as good 
shape as any of them. The extra 
meetings closed in a few more nights, 
quite a goodly number having been

converted, and I was counted with 
the lot. But I was not converted to 
God. The pastor invited me to unite 
with the church but I did not want to 
— attended prayer meeting for a few 
weeks. I never testified definitely to 
any change of heart, but would take 
my cue from some of the young con- 
verts and say: "I want to be a Chris- 
tian and hope you will pray for me 
that I may hold out faithful." I did 
not give up any sin that cost me any 
sacrifice. If my sins were not known 
to men I did not care. I made no 
resolutions, in fact, I had not godly 
sorrow. I ran along for a few months 
with a sort of outward profession, 
I finally gave that up. 

I do not know whether I ever made 
any one believe I was a real disciple 
of Jesus or not. No one ever told me 
so. Am inclined to think that no one 
was disappointed when I was counted 
with the world again. 

When I was nearly twenty-two I 
was united in marriage to Miss Ida 
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Watts, who at the time was not a 
Christian, but afterwards a very de- 
voted one, and one whom I regard in 
Christ as the means of my salvation. 
The first ten years of married life my 
sins were many, becoming at times 
very wicked, more than my wife or 
my neighbors knew. I desired to 
pose as a moral man; was a teacher 
in the Sunday school and did some 
good "dead works." One little inci- 
dent as a teacher led to a deeper con- 
viction. While teaching a class of 
girls one Sabbath on the new birth, 
at the close of the lesson I made a 
practical application. (I never disbe- 
lieved intellectually in the funda- 
mental principles of the Christian 
religion). I said: "Girls, do you 
believe, in order to be a Christian and 
enter heaven, you must be born 
again?" The answer was: "Of course 
we do." I then asked: "Why do you 
not seek and obtain this pearl of great 
price? " and they looked up to me and 
asked, * * Why don't you ? " That was 
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a thrust that the Holy Spirit used. I 
began to reason, ' 'I am a blind leader 
of the blind." At times I would be 
under powerful conviction. If some 
of my neighbors would die or I would 
read of a railroad accident or some 
other mighty providential act, I would 
realize the import of the words: "Be- 
hold, I stand at the door and knock." 
During these years my wife had ac- 
cepted of Christ as her Savior. One 
night after we had retired she asked 
me if I did not think it was time for 
me to yield to God. I did not reply, 
but turned my face to the wall and 
wept, but did not let her know my 
feelings. I promised the Lord that 
on the next Wednesday night (our 
pastor was to commence extra meet- 
ings on that night) I would yield. O 
fatal resolution of putting off God's 
time of "Now!" The meetings did 
not commence as expected. My feel- 
ings wore off and I was still unre- 
pentant for over a year longer. At 
times I would try to make myself be- 
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lieve there was nothing in it. Went 
so far as to purchase some of Bob 
Ingersol's poisonous chloroform to 
drown my convictions, but my wife 
kindly and heroically put them in the 
stove. I have always thanked God 
for that, since I have learned that 
Bob is one of the most subtle beasts 
of the field. 

One night in May, 1886, out of curi- 
osity I attended a religious meeting 
about a mile and a half from my home 
which was conducted by some Meth- 
odists from Jackson City. There was 
no preacher; they simply read the 
word, exhorted, prayed, sang and 
testified in the Spirit, and something 
said to me: "You never had what 
they have got." And yet when I was 
singled out and invited to Christ I got 
on my dignity and said to the brother: 
"Religion is all right, but we are not 
all constituted alike. It takes some 
to do the praying and some to do the 
paying. You do the praying and I 
•will do the paying and we will both 
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get there." He went away, but I was 
disturbed. I told my people at home 
that those people didn't know enough 
to run a revival. They ought to get 
a preacher, and not accost a "gentle- 
man" in a public audience, etc. Of 
course (?) I knew all about how to run 
a revival. The next night I wanted 
to go again. I took a seat in the back 
part of the house, thinking they 
would leave me alone there, but dur- 
ing the altar service I saw a man 
arise, look around and then take a bee 
line for me. I was mad before he got 
to me, and when he asked me to be a 
Christian I shot back at him a smart (?) 
answer that I was afterwards ashamed 
of and asked his forgiveness. I went 
home that night real mad; the "old 
man" was stirred. I, found fault with 
everybody and everything. My wife 
and mother suggested that I was un- 
der conviction, and that made me 
more angry. The next day while 
planting potatoes I meditated. I saw 
my wicked heart. God used my irn- 
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pudence of the night before as an 
arrow of conviction. At half past 
eleven my wife came up and helped 
me. We were passing and repassing 
each other; finally she stopped me 
and in a pleading way asked me if I 
would not be a Christian. I thought 
a moment what that meant. I looked 
up into, her face and said: "Do you 
want me to be a Bible Christian? " 
She replied, as the tears started and 
she laid her hand on my arm: "0 yes, 
wont you now? " I said, after a mo- 
ment's hesitation: " God helping me, 

I will." 

Dear reader, the moment I said that 
from my heart, God took me at my 
word, forgave all my sins, saved me, 
adopted me into his family, regener- 
ated me and I became a hew creature. 
I dropped my hoe and said to my wife: 
"Come on, lets go and tell mother." 
We went to the house and as I opened 
the door I said: "Mother, I am a 
Christian." I said it with the same 
assurance as if I had made a business 
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transaction and had got a good bar- 
gain and I knew the deal was closed. 
I did not ask whether I had the wit- 
ness or not. I simply knew the ques- 
tion of being a Christian was settled 
forever. I immediately began to do 
God's will as he gave me light. I sat 
down to the table to eat dinner and it 
occurred to me that I ought to ask the 
blessing. I bowed my head, and for 
the first time in my life, asked God's 
blessing on the food. Although I 
only said a few words, O, how God 
blessed me. I could hardly wait for 
night to come, I so much wanted to 
go up to that old school house and tell 
them what God had done for my soul, 
which I did after an awful temptation 
to keep still. The next day came a 
trial of my relationship. I was chop- 
ping in the woods.. While I was 
thinking on the change that had been 
made in my life, all at once a passage 
of scripture flashed across my mind. 
Matthew v: 23-24: "Therefore, if thou 
bring thy gift to the altar and remem- 
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ber that thy brother hath aught against 
thee, leave there thy gift before the 
altar and go thy way; first be recon- 
ciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift." 

Well, I remembered that I had had 
a quarrel a few weeks before this on 
politics with a brother-in-law of mine, 
who was a member of the church, and 
it seemed to me after that scripture 
came into my mind if I did not go and 
see him I could not follow Jesus ac- 
ceptably any longer. So I fell on my 
knees and asked God for strength. 
When I arose from prayer this pas- 
sage came to me: "My grace is suffi- 
cient." I threw my ax and started, 
went nearly a mile, found my man 
after some trouble and asked his for- 
giveness, and O, how God wonderfully 
Wessed my poor sou] that day. 

So, dear reader, before I was twen- 
ty-fcur hours older, I literally tested 
God's word and found it to be true, 
and ever since I have known that "If 
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any man will do His will he shall 
know of the ftoctrine." 

For nearly a year I lived a very 
happy and useful Christian life. 
About that time the Holy Spirit began 
to reveal to me remaining carnality 
or inbred sin, which greatly surprised 
and perplexed me. One of the symp- 
toms was a man- fearing spirit. I had 
threshers come and before the dinner 
hour came something whispered to 
me: "You cannot ask the blessing 
before those ungodly threshers," and 
I thought I couldn't. So I began to 
work hard to get rid of them before 
dinner, but in spite of all that I could 
do the bell rang for dinner and I had 
them on hand. I went into the house 
very nervous, when a happy thought 
struck me. I asked my wife if she 
did not want me to help her wait on 
the table; but she looked at me quite 
surprised, as I had never offered to do 
such a thing before, and very kindly 
told me that my services were not 
needed. I asked the blessing. God 
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that day "made me lie down in green 
pastures. " 

Another symptom of inbred sin was 
my temper. I had a kicking cow that 
would give a nice mess of milk and 
then if I was not careful she would 
kick it over and I would feel like kick- 
ing the cow and saying "darn it." 
Once in a while I would, and then 
darkness would come in my experi- 
ence and the devil would suggest: 
"You haven't been converted." I had 
quite a struggle for weeks. I had 
never heard a sermon .on sanctiflca- 
tion. I did not know the difference 
between actual sin and Adamic sin. 
I asked a good many questions of the 
brethren but no one seemed to under- 
stand my condition. I had consented 
to preach the gospel in a local way. 
One Sunday I was on my way to fill 
an appointment — had to pass through 
Jackson City, and attended a meeting 
at the M. C. railway depot. A Bap- 
tist brother preached from these 
words: "Have ye received the Holy 
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Ghost since ye believed? " I do not 
know how he nandled the subject, but 
the Holy Spirit fastened the text on 
my heart. I said to myself : "I have 
not received the Holy Ghost since I 
believed. " At the close he asked all 
those who had not received Him and 
wanted to, to stand up and I stood up, 
the only person in the whole congre- 
gation. I was tempted to sit down 
but did not. There was nothing more 
definite done and at the close a lady 
came to me and said: " You are not 
satisfied with your experience, are 
you?" I replied that I was not. She 
asked me what I was doing for the 
Lord, and I told hfcr the biggest thing 
I could think of and that was preach- 
ing. "What!" she said, "you preach- 
ing without the Holy Ghost!" It 
stung like a dart to my soul. She 
gave me a little tract to read, which 
proved to be the experience of Rev. 
A. B. Earl, a Baptist evangelist. I 
went on to my preaching place, re- 
turned home about twelve o'clock at 
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night. My wife had retired, but I 
could not sleep without reading that 
tract. I was hungry and thirsty after 
righteousness, but did not know that I 
could be * 'filled. " 

I found his experience to be similar 
to my own. He felt a need in his life 
after he was converted, consecrated 
his life fully to God and received the 
fullness of the Holy Ghost. The little 
tract thrilled me. I saw the dawn of 
a new experience to be received by 
faith on the same principle that I was 
converted. I got down and prayed, 
"O God, if you are no respecter of 
persons and you can give Rev. A. B. 
Earl the fullness of the Holy Ghost, 
so it will take away this man-fearing 
spirit and angry feelings and make 
him more useful for Thee, I believe you 
can also fill me." I got some light 
that night that I never had before. 
From that time on I became a dilli- 
gent seeker after what John Wesley 
calls the ' 'Second Blessing." 

I commenced to search the scrip- 
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tures to see if these things were true. 
In a few weeks I attended the first 
Methodist camp-meeting of my life. 
There they preached about a pure 
heart; and when they invited people 
to seek for a pure heart I went to the 
altar. They told me if I wanted a 
pure heart I must consecrate all things 
that were dear to me and myself as a 
living sacrifice for God. I had a 
struggle about being perfectly willing 
to go from the old farm and preach 
the gospel. I pleaded poverty, ignor- 
ance and a large family and all these 
things, yet the Spirit held me to a 
perfect consecration. I left the altar 
feeling miserable, could not eat any 
dinner. I came to enjoy the camp 
meeting and Satan suggested I was 
getting very little of that. I went 
away back in the woods where no- 
body would hear me and tried to pray 
but could not make out much; then I 
tried to yield. As I attempted this I 
would get more light. I would place 
all on the altar except myself; but the 
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question would come: "Will you 
preach?" Finally I got to the end of 
myself, said yes to God, ceased strug- 
gling. The blessed Holy Spirit came 
in and took possession a:id a great 
peace filled my soul. I arose from my 
knees with a holy don't-care about me 
and started for camp. As I drew 
near I felt an inward praise, and the 
first thing I knew I was saying in a 
half undertone: "Bless the Lord." I 
began to feel the power of the Spirit. 
I think I felt like Billy Bray did when 
the Lord told him he could have all 
the souls on the mountain. He said 
as he walked, one foot said "amen" 
and the other, "glory." 

When I arrived at camp they were 
preaching on some of the evidences of 
a pure heart. I said to myself, 
"Praise the Lord, I have got that," 
and so on through the sermon. After 
awhile I found myself saying out loud: 
"Amen," and they called me the 
"Amen Congregationalist," as I then 
belonged to that church. That camp- 
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meeting was the most blessed meeting 
I was ever in up to that time. I went 
back to my home on the farm. The 
same trials awaited me. I had the 
same old kicking cow, but some way 
when she would kick the milk over, 
•instead of that inward "rail" there 
was in its place a "Well, praise the 
Lord, the cow belongs to the Lord, 
so does the milk, and so do I; why 
should I fret? " 

O, reader, I want to say in conclu- 
sion, from that time my Christian life 
has been wonderfully marked for 
Jesus. He, my Sanctifler, has been 
conforming me more and more to His 
own image. He has revealed to me 
my own helplessness and at the same 
time His marvelous strength. He has 
shown what folly it is for me to try to 
walk in his footsteps without His life 
within, but how easy while abiding in 
Him. As I ripen in His perfect love, 
I have more of a sense of my own un- 
worthiness. I can truthfully sing. 
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"O, what wonder! how amazing! 

Jesus, glorious King of Kings! 
Deigns to call me His beloved, 

Lets me rest beneath His wings." 

Thank God, I am resting now be- 
neath his wings. 



CHAPTER II. 

The Word of God. 

Definition-Language considered as 
implying the faith or authority of the 
person who utters it; statement, 
affirmation, declaration, promise. — 
Webster. 

Let us bow our heads this moment 
and all pray: (Psa. cxix: 18.) "Open 
thou mine eyes, that I may behold 
wondrous things out of thy law." 

Now we have prayed in faith and 
He has done it. "Through thy pre- 
cepts I get understanding." "Thy 
word is a lamp unto my feet." (Psa. 
cxix: 104-105.) 

"Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart, and lean not to thine own un- 
derstanding. In all thy ways ac- 
knowledge Him, and He shall direct 
thy paths." (Prov. iii: 5-6.) 

We will make no headway in our 
Bible studies unless we have perfect 
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faith that the Bible is the very word 
of God. A great many people are like 
the man who thought he had a call to 
go to war. He started for the camp 
to enlist, got part way, thought of the 
dangers of war and the delights of 
home and became doubtful about go- 
ing to war. He was to settle it by 
standing a cane up in the road and go 
whichever way the cane fell. He 
stood it up, leaned it toward home and 
let go of it. We lean to our own un- 
derstanding instead of taking the word. 

"Thy word have I hid in mine heart, 
(not head) that I might not sin against 
thee." His word is a safeguard against 
evil. 

"Unless thy law had been my de- 
delight, I should then have perished 
in mine affliction." (Psa. cxix: 92.) 

The word is a seed. "Whosoever is 
begotten of God doeth no sin; because 
His seed abideth in him and he can 
not sin, because he is begotten of God. " 
(i John iii: 9.) (r. v.) The words, "can 
not sin," does not mean "can't sin," but 
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"can not sin." That is, he has the 
seed; i.e. power; i.e. dynamo; so he can 
refuse to sin under the strongest temp- 
tations. 

"Being born again, not of corrupti- 
ble seed, but of incorruptible, by the 
word of God, which liveth and abideth 
forever." You see the word is the 
seed, or the gospel of power unto sal- 
vation to him that believeth. 

"Except a man be born of water and 
of the spirit, he cannot enter the king- 
dom of God." (Johniii: 5.) Now the 
word "water" here, means the "word" 
or the truth. Now it has some sense, 
"Except a man be born of the truth 
and of the spirit," etc. Physical wa- 
ter has no more to do with the new 
birth than kerosene oil. A man can 
be born again without being within 
forty miles of any water; we do not 
have to go into this text to prove bap- 
tism by water. 

Christ is the word. "In the begin- 
ning was the word, and the word was 
with God, and the word was God." 
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(John i: 1.) "And the word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us, (and we be- 
held his glory, the glory of the only 
begotten of the Father) full of grace 
and truth." (John i: 14.) Remember 
you cannot separate God from His 
word. The word of God is the mind 
of God. The word is spirit and life. 

"The words that I speak unto you, 
they are spirit and life. " (John vi: 63.) 
Dear reader, do not let any man de- 
ceive you, the word of God has got 
spirit and life in it. 

"Now (in this present dispensation) 
ye are clean through the word which 
I have spoken unto you." (John xv: 3.) 
"Sanctify them through thy truth; 
thy word is truth." (John xvii: 17.) 

The old saints obtained promises by 
faith; so we today, can obtain promises 
through faith in the written word. 
Peter obtained a promise to walk on 
the water with Christ through the lit- 
tle word "Come;" so we can obtain a 
promise to walk with Christ in holi- 
ness through tha little words, "Come 
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unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 
Take my yoke upon you, and learn of 
me; for I am meek and lowly in heart, 
and you shall find rest unto your 
souls." (Matt, xi: 28-29.) 

How to study the Bible, "Moreover, 
he said unto me, son of man, all my 
words that I shall speak unto thee, re* 
ceive in thine heart, and hear with 
thine ears." (Ezek. iii: 10.) "These 
were more noble than those in Thess- 
alonica, in that they received the 
word with all readiness of mind, and 
searched the scriptures daily, whether 
these things were so." (Acts xvii: 11.) 

A story is told of an old hunter in 
Michigan, who, when the country was 
new, got lost in the woods several 
times. He was told to buy a pocket 
compass, which he did. He soon got 
lost and lay out as usual. When found 
he was asked why he did not travel by 
his compass. He said he did not dare 
to. He wished to go north and t: ied 
hard to make the thing point north, 
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but " 'Twasn't any use, 'twould shake, 
shake right around and point south- 
east every time. '' 

A great many people are afraid to 
follow the word of God just as it 
points, or, in other words, they refuse 
to let it mean anything but what they 
want it to mean. 

It is said that the editor of the 
"Ram's Horn," when he desired to 
quit using tobacco put in his hip pock- 
et the New Testament in the place of 
his tobacco box, and when his hands 
from force of habit went after the 
weed they found in its place the word 
of God, and the book would open to 
"Cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting holi- 
ness in the fear of the Lord. " 

Two or three applications of the 
meet of the word cured him complete- 
ly. Try it. 



CHAPTER III. 

Entire: Sanctipcation 
A Second Work op Grace. 

Definition — 1st. To set apart; to ded- 
icate; to consecrate. 2nd. To make 
holy; to purify: to cleanse from sin. 

Consecration is man's part; sancti- 
fication is God s part. 

"And the very God of peace sancti- 
fy you wholly." (i Thes. v: 23.) 

"For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification. " (i Thes. iv: 3.) 

' 'Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth." (John xvii: 17.) 

Faith is the condition "To open 
their eyes, and to turn them from 
darkness to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they may re- 
ceive forgiveness of sins, and inherit- 
ance &mong them which are sanctified 
by faith that is in frie. " (Acts xxvi: 18.) 

"And God, whfeh knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witness, giving 
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them the Holy Ghost, even as He did 
unto us; and put no difference between 
us and them, purifying their hearts 
by faith." (Acts xiv: 8-9.) 

The Holy Ghost witnesses to sanc- 
tification as well as justification. "For 
by one offering he hath perfected for- 
ever them that are sanctified, whereof 
the Holy Ghost also is a witness to 
us." (Heb. x: 14-15.) 

We use the terms, pardon, justifica- 
tion and regeneration without making 
a distinction and it does not confuse; 
but we, as teachers, ought not to use 
the term sanctification in connection 
with regeneration, for we cannot do 
it without bringing confusion to the 
common people. Regeneration im- 
parts new life, a new heart, and is 
therefore addition. Sanctification de- 
stroys the old life and takes away the 
stony heart, or the "carnal mind," 
and is therefore subtraction. They 
are not the same, but they work in 
harmony together. By not paying 
attention to this, some have not seen 
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the two works of grace,through faith, 
taught in the Bible — a very important 
truth. 

The Thessalonian church was in 
splendid condition before they were 
sanctified wholly. 

He, St. Paul, remembered, without 
ceasing their work of faith and labor 
of love and patience of hope. He also 
said: "So that ye were ensamples to 
all that believe in Macedonia and 
Achaia. For from you sounded out the 
word of the Lord, not only in Mace- 
donia and Achaia, but also in every 
place your faith to God- ward is spread 
abroad/* (i Thes. i: 7-8.) I would to 
God this could be said of every so- 
called Christian church in the United 
States, Yet listen to the prayers of 
St Paul for this church: "Night and 
day praying 1 exceedingly, that we 
might see your face, and might per- 
fect that which is lacking in your 
faith." (i Thes. Hi: 10.) That which 
was lacking was faith for sanctifica- 
tion, for he prays again: "And the

very God of peace sanctify you whol- 
ly." (iThes. v:23.) 

Read the first page of his letter to 
the church at Rome and see if you 
cannot see this second work. " First, 
I thank my God through Jesus Christ 
for you all, that your faith is pro- 
claimed throughout the whole world. " 
(r. v. 8th verse.) Not much back- 
sliding there; not much hiding their 
light under a bushel; but he says 
again in the eleventh verse: "Fori 
long to see you, that I may impart 
unto you some spiritual gift, to the 
end ye may be established." The 
"spiritual gift" spoken of is the gift 
of the Holy Ghost for sanctification, 
that takes the "up and down" out 
of your experience and establishes 
you. Not only did the Psalmist get 
out of the miry clay and get his feet 
on the rock, but his "goings were es- 
tablished." Glory! 

In tha fifth chapter of Romans he 
speaks of the two words, justification 
and sanctification, in this wise ; < 'There. 
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fore, being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God (its one thing to have 
peace with God and its another thing 
to have the peace of God which passeth 
all understanding) through our Lord 
Jesus Christ: by whom also we have 
access by faith into this grace ( sanc- 
tification) wherein we stand, and re- 
joice in the hope of the glory of God. 
And not only so, but we glory in trib- 
ulations also: (How can we do this? 
Here is a test of your sanctification.) 
knowing that tribulation worketh pa- 
tience; and patience, experience; and 
experience, hope; and hope maketh 
not ashamed; because the love of God 
is shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost, which is given unto us." 
Brethren, you will have to have some- 
thing besides a theory to rejoice un- 
der trials, and sing " Perfect submis- 
sion, all is at rest." 

"And in this confidence I was mind- 
ed to come unto you before, that ye 
might have a second benefit." (mar- 
gin, grace.) (n Cor. i: 15.) Some 
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have erroneous notions in regard to 
sanctification which they have got, 
not by searching the scriptures, but 
by searching professors. 

A man said to the writer once: "I 
do not believe you are sanctified for I 
believe you would push a horse off 
your toes as quickly as I." Now the 
poor man thought if I was sanctified 
I ought to let a horse stand on my 
toes all day in order to prove it. Oth- 
ers have thought they would have to 
shout, or roll on the floor, or wear 
some outlandish bonnet, or something 
else unreasonable. The fact is, when 
your will is lost in God's you do as 
you want to. "His commandments 
are not grievous but joyous." Halle- 
lujah! His yoke is easy and his bur- 
den is light. 



CHAPTER IV. 

The Altar That Sanctifies. 

I find a great many professors of 
the Christian religion who do not 
seem to understand what the Christian 
altar is. I hear people say, "I have 
been to the altar and I do not feel any 
better." Of course they meant the 
wooden railing that surrounds the 
pulpit, for it is impossible to go to the 
Christian's altar without being differ- 
ent, and if you are different you will 
feel differently. 

"We have an altar," "Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, and to-day, and 
forever." (Heb. xiii : 10, 8.) 

You hear leaders of meetings say, 
"the altar sanctifies the gift." Now 
the altar here in this dispensation 
means Jesus Christ. When we are 
given up to Him, He sanctifies us. 
This is taken from Matt, xxiii : 19: 
"Ye fools and blind ! for whether is 
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greater, the gift, or the altar that 
sanctiiieth the gift ? "And it shall 
be an altar most holy : whatsoever 
toucheth the altar shall be holy." 
(Ex. xxix : 29.) The thought is un- 
der the Holy Ghost administration; 
the moment anything unholy is conse- 
crated to Jesus He sanctifies it; this 
applies to persons as well as things. 

In I Cor. i: 30, we are told that 
Christ is made unto us wisdom, right- 
eousness, sanctification, and redemp- 
tion. Of course sanctification is re- 
ceived through faith; there comes a 
moment in our experience when 
through perfect consecration and 
faith we will hear God say, "I will; be 
thou clean," and immediately our lep- 
rosy will depart. 

A little incident in the life of Brother 
Bryant, who sings in my meetings, illus- 
trates this point. He was a great stam- 
merer all his life; heard of a man that 
could cure him and signed a contract 
to obey orders (our consecration); 
the first order he got was to keep 
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silent for one week. After he under- 
stood this order and had actually en- 
tered on the reign of silence, his phy- 
sician said to him: "You are cured 
from stammering. You will never 
stammer again. " This was a revela- 
tion that startled him, but it. came 
from one having authority, and my 
friend, being on silence, could not 
talk back. He had ceased stammering 
but had not learned to talk yet. 
"Cease from evil, learn to do well." 
During the week he was tested. One 
night after he had retired his physi- 
cian came running up to his room and 
knocked, and before my friend thought 
he said, "Come in,*' and he did "come 
in" and gave him a great scolding for" 
speaking out loud; although he did 
not stammer, he did not obey. In 
spiritual life we would call that a mis- 
take, not a sin; because it was not a 
willful act. — "Man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but the Lord looketh 
on the heart. " At the end of the week he 
was told he could talk in a certain 
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way without stammering, and he has 
been at it for over a year and a half and 
has not stammered once. Praise God 
it is true today the "al tar-Jesus-does 
sanctify the gift." 

Dear reader, are you wholly given 
up to God, body, soul and spirit? 
Have you heard Him say, * 'Now are 
ye clean?" If not, are you sure that 
you count all things that are gain to 
you, loss? Do you always say to 
every doubtful question, " What would 
Jesus do?" Are you afraid to settle 
every question by that rule? Let God 
reach your heart. 



CHAPTER V. 

Sinful, Heart. 

Definition 1st. — Actual sin. "To de- 
part voluntarily from the path of duty 
prescribed by God to man." — Web- 
ster. "Sin is the transgression of the 
(known) law." — Bible. 

2nd. — Original sin. "Native deprav- 
ity of the heart, caused by Adam's 
apostasy. " — Webster. 

"So God created man in his own 
image," (holiness) (Gen. i: 27.) Adam 
sinned. "Wherefore, as by one man 
sin entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned." (Rom. 
v: 12.) Children born after the fall 
were not born in the image of God, 
but in the image of fallen Adam. ' 'And 
Adam lived an hundred and thirty 
years, and begat a son in his own like- 
ness, after his image; and called 
his name Seth." (Gen. v: 3.) "Behold, 
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I was 'shapen in iniquity, and in sin 
did my mother conceive me.'' (Psa. li: 
5). Although children have * 'inbred 
sin," yet, through the unconditional 
benefits of the atonement, they are 
justified in the sight of God, so if they 
die in childhood's innocence they go 
to heaven. The majority of children, 
if not all, lose their infantile justifica- 
tion, and "must be born again," so 
that it is said of mankind in general, 
"All have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God." "There is none 
righteous, no, not one." The Bible pic- 
ture of a sinner is very black. Read 
Rom. iii : 10-20. ' ' The heart is deceit- 
ful above all things, and desperately 
wicked; who can know it? "(Jer.xvii:9.) 

The sinner is represented as a 
corpse. "The wages of sin is death." 
(Rom. vi: 23. ) "And you hath He 
quickened ( made alive), who were" 
dead (when you were dead, R. v.) in 
trespasses and sins." (Eph. ii: 1.) 

Now death is death: a little child 
dead is just as dead as a man would 
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be. A person that has only been dead 
one minute, although still warm, is 
just as dead as one who has been in 
the grave for six months, but the out- 
er manifestations of death are not so 
marked and visible. So a little child, 
seven years old, who has just commit- 
ted a willful sin, unrepentant before 
God with godly sorrow, is just as dead 
as the vile whoremonger who has 
been kicked out of society. Although 
the outer manifestations of sin are not 
alike, the heart of one is as truly evil 
as that of the other. "For man look- 
eth on the outward appearance, but 
the Lord looketh on the heart. " Un- 
belief of this truth has caused parents 
to neglect the salvation of their chil- 
dren. "For whosoever shall keep the 
whole law, and yet offend in one 
point, he is guilty of all." (Jas. ii: 10.) 
Sin is an awful thing. Every sinner 
has the grave-clothes on and the grave 
of eternal death is already digged. It 
is a bottomless pit. Every sinner is 
under sentence of eternal death. He 
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is under the curse. Every person 
seeking salvation by good works is 
under the curse. ' 'Cursed is every one 
that continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the law to 
do them." (Gal. iii: 10.) Every sinner, 
according to the Bible, is crazy. "The 
heart of the sons of men is full of 
evil, and madness is in their heart 
while they live ( with evil in their 
heart), and after that they go to the 
dead" (eternal cemetery of lost souls). 
(Eccl. ix: 3.) 

O! awful doom of the person that is 
Connected with sin! No hope, no Sav- 
ior, no heaven. "Sad, sad, the bitter 
wail, almost — but lost." 

The natural man before the new 
birth is represented as having a "stony 
heart" (see cut No. 1.) This "evil 
heart," sometimes called in the scrip- 
tures "the old man (Rom. viii: 7); 
"the flesh" (Rom. vii: 5; Gal. v: 19); 
"carnal mind" (Rom. viii: 7); "the sin 
which doth so easily beset us" etc., 
(Heb. xii: 1 ), before we get a new 
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heart, completely rules the life. It 
can be properly styled a single heart 
to the glory of the devil. Cut No. 1 
represents this ' 'stony heart" all aflame 
with the workers of the flesh mani- 
fested. Now some have this same 
heart, while not all the works of the 
flesh are manifested, but kept under 
control by conviction, as represented 
by cut No. 2. It does not always fol- 
low because one stops smoking or 
drinking, or any other work of the 
flesh, that he has a new heart created 
within. A great many so-called con- 
versions are nothing more than ref- 
ormations. They have the same old 
stony heart with not even a new heart 
to help keep under the carnal nature. 
When the arrow of conviction is in 
the heart the fires do not burn so 
brightly,. but they are not put out by 
the waters of salvation. ( See cut 
No. 2). 



CHAPTER VI. 

The Double Mind. 

" A double minded man is unstable 
in all his ways (Jas. i: 8). A double 
mind means two minds, spiritual and 
carnal. A sinner has only one mind 
and that is carnal; but a Christian, 
one who is justified only, is both 
spiritual and carnal. "And I, breth- 
ren, could not speak unto you as unto 
spiritual ( that is, deeply spiritual), 
but as unto carnal (that is, partly car- 
nal), even as unto babes in Christ." 
They had not received that baptism of 
the spirit Himself that cleansed them 
from the carnal mind. "I have fed 
you with milk and not with meat (the 
carnal mind cannot stand meat); for 
hitherto ye were not able to bear it, 
neither yet now are ye able. For ye 
are yet carnal ( although babes in 
Christ); for whereas there is among 
you envying, and strife, and divisions, 
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are ye not carnal, and walk (live) as 
men? (that is, you have yet within you 
the elements of the men of the world) 
for while one saith ( one clique ) I am 
of Paul; and another (set), I am of 
Apollos; are ye not carnal? " ( i Cor. 
iii: 1-4.) Look at this same spirit that 
exists today in most all of our church- 
es. Divisions and strife over ministers 
and over other minor affairs. 

* 'There is therefore,now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ Jesus 
who walk not after the flesh ( carnal 
mind), but after the spirit." (Rom. 
viii: 1. j " For to be carnally minded 
(minding the flesh all the time) is 
death; but to be spiritually minded 
(minding the spirit) is life and peace ; 
because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
be." Rom. viii: 6-7.) " So then, with 
the mind ( spiritual mind ) I myself 
serve the law of God; but with the 
flesh ( carnal mind ) the law of sin. " 
(Rom. vii: 25.) 
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Here comes the dual experience 
that so many testify to. "For the flesh 
(carnal mind or 'old man') lusteth 
(desireth) against the spirit (spiritual 
mind or new man), and the spirit 
against the flesh; and these are con- 
trary the one to the other; so that ye 
cannot do the things that ye would. " 
(Gal. v: 17. ) This is the "Ishmael" 
and "Isaac" experience in the same 
household, described by St. Paul in 
Galatians iv. Ishmael represents the 
carnal mind, the elder child, and Isaac 
the spiritual mind. " But as then he 
that was born after the flesh, persecut- 
ed him that was born after the spirit, 
even so it is now." (Gal. iv: 29.) 

What are we to do without this 
double experience as Christians ? 
"Purify your hearts, ye double mind- 
ed." (Jas. iv: 8.) Cast out the Ishmael 
— the carnal mind, not try to make 
him better — for he "is not snbiect to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
be." "Put off * * * the old m«w. which 
is corrupt according to the deceitful 
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lusts." (Eph. iv: 22. ) "Knowing this, 
that our old man ( carnal mind ) is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed (not made bet- 
ter ), that henceforth we should not 
serve sin" (or the carnal mind). (Rom. 
vi: 6.) 

Our part is perfect consecration and 
perfect faith that God can take away 
the carnal mind now as easily as He 
could plant the spiritual mind. ' * And 
God, which knoweth the heart (better 
than we do), bare them witness, giv- 
ing them the Holy Ghost, even as He 
did unto us; and put no difference be- 
tween us and them, purifying their 
hearts by faith." (Acts xv: 8-9.) 

Regeneration means somethingnew- 
ly create!, not some old principle 
"fixed up and made better. "A new 
heart will I give you. " (See cut No. 3.) 



CHAPTER VIIo 

The Double Tongue. 

Perhaps some of my readers have 
not noticed the double tongue experi- 
ence in the scriptures, but have in 
practical experience. Let me show 
you the scripture picture: " Likewise 
must the deacons be grave, not double- 
tongued.' ' (i Tim. iii: 8.) Now this 
double tongue does not mean two 
physical tongues, but using the one 
tongue for two purposes exactly the 
opposite. 

St. James describes it in the third 
chapter: "Even so the tongue is a lit- 
tle member ( harmless looking little 
thing), and boasteth great things. 
Behold how great a matter a little 
fire kindle th! And the tongue is a fire, 
a world of iniquity (who lays this def- 
fiuition to heart); so is the tongue 
among our members, that it defileth 
the whole body (church), and setteth 
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on fire the course of nature; and it is 
set on fire of hell. For every kind of 
beasts, and of birds, and of serpents, 
and of things in the sea, is tamed, and 
hath been tamed of mankind" (that is, 
without the atonement). See the com- 
parison now: "Take heed what ye 
hear." "But the tongue can no man 
tame ( it is subject only to the power 
of God); it is an unruly evil, full of 
deadly poison. Therewith bless we 
God, even the Father; and therewith 
curse we men, which are made after 
the similitude of God. " I used to think 
this double work of blessing and curs- 
ing did not come from the same 
tongue, but read: "Out of the same 
mouth proceedeth blessing and curs- 
ing. My brethren, these things ought 
not so to be." 

Dear Christian reader, has your 
tongue ever praised the Lord at 
church, and then found fault with the 
preacher and sermon before you got 
home? Has your tongue, ever since 
you have been converted, said kind 
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words to your neighbor's face and un- 
kind words behind his back? What 
makes this tongue wag in two differ - 
erent directions? "Doth a fountain 
send forth at the same place sweet 
water and bitter? Can the fig tree, my 
brethren, bear olive berries? either a 
a vine, figs? So can no fountain yield 
both salt water and fresh." The apos- 
tle acknowledges the fact exists and 
yet says: "My brethren, these things 
ought not so to be." Therefore we 
conclude that there must be a reason . 
for this double tongue among the 
brethren, and a remedy. [See next 
chapter.] 

"Bock of ages, cleft for me, 
Let me hide myself in thee; 

* * * * 

Be of sin the double cure, 
Save from wrath and make me pure. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

The Double Heart. 

St. James says it is a fact that sweet 
and bitter comes from the tongue, and 
yet says one fountain cannot bring 
forth such results; so there. must be a 
double fountain that you can get both 
hot and colcj water at the. same time 
in one pipe. We find this mystery all 
explained by finding two reservoirs, 
"the double heart." It has not been 
until lately that I have seen the two 
hearts in one person. I do not think 
I have ever seen any writing on this 
thought. 

"They speak vanity every one with 
his neighbor; with flattering lips and 
with a double heart do they speak." 
( margin, "a heart and a heart) ( Psa. 
xii: 2.) 

"O Zebulum, such as went forth to 
battle, expert in war with all instru- 
ments of war, fifty-thousand which 
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could keep rank; they were not of 
double heart.' ' (i Chron. xii: 33.) The 
reason given why fifty-thousand could 
keep rank was, their hearts were not 
divided in the cause for which they 
were fighting. This double hearted 
experience is not the ideal of the Bi- 
ble. " And I will give them one heart, 
and one way, that they may fear me 
forever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them." (Jer. xxxii: 
39.) Now the facts of the case are 
that before a person is regenerated 
he has only one heart, and that heart 
is given over to the devil. It is called 
by various names in scripture, ' 'stony 
heart," "old man," "the flesh," "carnal 
mind," "body of sin," "the sin which 
doth so easily beset us," etc. These 
terms are personified, as the "old man" 
meaning the only begotten child of 
devil — what Methodists usually call 
"original sin" or "inbred sin." Now 
this old man nature is "enmity against 
God, for it is not subject to the law of 
God, neither indeed can be;" that is to 
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say, God cannot make the "old man" 
any better, therefore we "must be 
born again. " When we are born again 
we are regenerated, we become "new 
creatures;" nothing old made new or 
good, but a "new heart" is planted in 
us right by the side of the old heart, 
or "stony heart." Then comes a war- 
fare that was never known by us be- 
fore. The old heart warring against 
the new heart, or the "old man" and 
the "new man," or the "flesh and the 
spirit." "They are contrary to each 
other;" no relation, no affinity, no lik- 
ing for each other by acquaintance. 
Now this is what makes the "up and 
down" experience that we hear about 
so much. What is to be done? 

"A new heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within 
you." That is regeneration. Life is 
imparted; regeneration does not kill 
but brings life where there was death. 
Sanctification destroys the life of the 
"old man." Listen! " And I will take 
away the stony heart (not make it bet' 
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ter, or keep it under, but take it away) 
out of your flesh and I will give you 
an heart of flesh. And I will put my 
spirit within you, and cause you to 
walk in my statutes, and ye shall keep 
my judgments, and do them." ( Ezek. 
xxxvi: 26-27.) 

0, that people could see that the 
new heart is given at the new birth, 
and that the stony heart is taken away 
at sanctification, how much confusion 
would be done away with about the 
doctrine of holiness. 

In the first stages of regeneration, 
while the new convert is walking in 
all the light, the fountain of the water 
of life in the new heart flows so freely 
that it puts out the fires of the old 
heart — as is shown in the diagram, 
cut No. 3 — but does not destroy the 
stony heart, and once in a while one 
will feel the flash of envy, anger or 
jealousy, or fear. At that stage if the 
convert could have the right teaching 
he would at once consecrate himself 
fully and be sanctified wholly. Back- 
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sliding commences when one begins 
to have his own way, and the fires of 
the old heart quenches the waters of 
the new, as shown by cut No. 4. 



CHAPTER IX. 

The Backslider's Heart. 

"The backslider ill heart shall be 
filled with his own ways.*' (Pro v. xiv: 
14.) The cause of backsliding, as a 
rule, is from within, instead of from 
without. Jesus says: "For the prince 
of this world cometh and hath nothing 
in me." (John xiv: 30.) 

Of course the possibility of falling 
into sin and even into apostasy, re- 
mains even among the entirely sancti- 
fied while they abide in the body; yet 
the probability to a large extent is 
taken away when the carnal nature, 
bf the stony heart is taken away. 
*Ttiere is nothing then in thd soul th&t 
is like Satan, and the only way he hd>s 
to work in us is to deceive us, and he 
works that game very shrewdly. 

Now in the first stages of a Christian 
life, after we get a new heart, we are 
not conscious, as a rule, of the remains 
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of the "evil heart of unbelief," but af 
ter a while our "old man" is crossed; 
then we are made painfully conscious 
of indwelling sin. Then commences 
the inward warfare and conflict that 
every truly converted person, sooner 
or later, passes through, described in 
the Bible as "the flesh (carnal nature, 
not body) lusteth against the spirit, 
and the spirit against the flesh; and 
these are contrary the one to the oth- 
er; so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would.'' The devil from the 
outside takes great advantage of the 
new convert at this stage and one will 
be tempted to believe that he has not 
been converted. I believe many a 
Christian has .at this crisis of their 
experience either given up their con- 
fidence, or drifted into a wilderness 
experience. 

O, that pastors and leaders of young 
converts w T ould thoroughly instruct at 
this point. Now, at this point of rev a 
lation of the stony heart, "the old 
man" (Eph. iv: 22 ) becomes "our old 
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man," (Rom. vi: 6 ) and he is to be 
' 'destroyed. " As soon as we are shown, 
by the Spirit, this "body of sin" or 
"root of bitterness;" also the promise 
of the Lord to not only give us a "new 
heart," but to " take away the stony 
heart" and "cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness;" if we do not go for- 
ward and possess the land, we com- 
mence to have our own way, then we 
come under the text, ' 'The backslid- 
ers in haart shall be filled with his 
own ways. " (See cut No. 4). "So we see 
they could not enter in because of un- 
belief." 

How many little things come up in 
one's life that will start the "old man" 
to work if he is alive. 

Several months after my conversion 
an event occurred that very nearly 
caused me to backslide. As Sunday 
school superintendent I thought it de- 
sirable to have the school repeat the 
Lord's prayer, and that it would be 
no small gain to my reputation to 
bring it about; accordingly I set about 
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learning it perfectly myself. When 
Sabbath came I thought myself well 
qualified to lead the school in the 
prayer. After the opening exercises 
were over I explained very minutely 
what I wanted, viz. , that after a short 
extemporaneous prayer the school 
should join with me in the Lord's 
prayer. After praying a few moments 
in a general way, I got to the place to 
commence with the school; and would 
you believe it? I could not think of 
the first word of the Lord's prayer. 
You can imagine my feelings when I 
commenced it with these words; "My 
kind Heavenly Father. " Of course no 
one joined with me. I was embarassed 
and commenced to pray again, think- 
ing it would come to me, but it did 
not. I tried it three times and finally 
said "amen." I felt so ashamed all 
through the services that I was tempt- 
ed to tell that I became so absorbed 
in communion with God that I forgot 
all about the Lord's prayer. On my 
home I told my wife that was the last 
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time I should ever attempt to pray in 
public, and that I should resign my 
office as superintendent. She kindly 
asked me if I had not prayed that if 
there \yas any pride in my heart that 
the Lord would reveal it to me. After 
I had replied, "Yes," she said, "Do 
you not think He has done it?" 

Reader, if there is any of the carnal 
nature in you to cause you to back- 
slide, expect your Heavenly Father 
in love to reveal it to you. 



CHAPTER X. 

The Perfect Heart. 

The Bible very plainly teaches a 
condition of soul known as the "per- 
fect heart. " * 'For the eyes of the Lord 
run to and fro throughout the earth, 
to shew himself strong in behalf of 
them whose heart is perfect toward 
him." (n Chron. xvi: 9.) 

"Let your heart, therefore, be per- 
fect with the Lord our God, to walk 
in his statutes, and to keep his com- 
mandments, as at this day. " ( I Kings 
viii: 61.) 

"But the high places were not re- 
moved; nevertheless Asa's heart was 
perfect with the Lord all. his days." 
(i Kings xv : 14.) And in another verse 
it says that "Asa did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord. " 

The reader will notice that this 
"perfect heart" is toward Him and 
"with the Lord thy God," and Asa's 
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heart was "perfect with the Lord" and 
he did* 'that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lord. " Other people might not 
have approved, because they knew 
not the heart. "The Lord looketh on 
the heart," man on the "outward ap- 
pearance. " 

Hezekiah calls upon the Lord to 
witness, "I beseech thee, O Lord, re- 
member now how I have walked be- 
fore thee in truth and with a perfect 
heart, and have done that which is 
good in thy sight." ( n Kings xx: 3.) 
And all this was said upon a supposed 
dying bed. The Lord did not strike 
him dead either, but added fifteen 
years to his life. 

Some people have thought that to 
have a perfect heart, meant to be per- 
fect before human beings. I always 
feel just a little sorry for anyone that 
wants to be prayed for so their hus- 
band, or wife, or neighbor will think 
them just right. Why,bless you, some 
people would not have setise enough 
to discover godliness in an angel if 
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he were clothed* in flesh. A dear lady 
came to David B. Updegraff, the 
Quaker evangelist, and wanted him 
to pray for her that she might be so 
pure that everybody would see it (this 
denotes self love). He replied: "Sister, 
if thee were as pure as an angel and as 
white as a dove, and could take to 
thee the wings of Gabriel and fly over 
this sin-cursed world, some poor, col- 
or-blind fellow would shoot thee for a 
blackbird." A perfect heart denotes 
a whole heart before God; a sinful 
heart with the old ' 'stony heart" taken 
away. (See cut No. 5.) 

When we talk of a second work of 
grace, some folk try to make out that 
we teach that God does only half a 
job at regeneration. In this they are 
mistaken. They overlook the fact that 
regeneration plants life; but it is not 
the office work of the Spirit in regen- 
eration to destroy life. That He does 
in sanctification. When one is born 
of the Spirit, there is planted in the 
soul, right in the rubbish of all the 
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carnal nature, a "new heart" — not 
the old nature regenerated, but a new 
nature, "new man." 

Now this is a perfect "new man" 
or new heart, but is hindered by the 
"old man," who is kept under by the 
waters of salvation, [sea cut No. 3.] 
but not destroyed. All this according 
to our faith, and the reason why we 
have had no faith is because we have 
had no preacher. Now in sanctifica- 
tion there is a subtraction or destruc- 
tion, or death, or a taking away of 
the "old man," or self life, or "stony 
heart," so there is nothing left but 
the "new man," or perfect heart to 
flow with all His fullness. ( See cut 
No. 5). 

This is what we call full salvation. 
Now see the promise in Ezek. xxxvi: 
26-27; "A new heart also will I give 
you, and a new spirit will I put with- 
in you; and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will give 
you an heart of flesh. And I will put 
my spirit within you, and cause you 
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to walk in my statutes, and ye shall 
keep my judgments and do them. " 

Thank God, it is not only the be- 
liever's privilege to have a "new 
heart," but to have the "old stony 
heart" taken away, and be filled with 
all the fullness of God, through faith. 

"Savior of the sin-sick soul, 
Give me faith to make me whole. 
Finish thy great work of grace; 
Cut it short in righteousness. 

"Speak the second time 4 Be clean!' 
Take away my inbred sin; 
Every stumbling block remove: 
Cast it out by perfect love."

CHAPTER XI. 

Leakage op Love. 

"Therefore, we ought to give the 
more earnest heed to the things which 
we have heard, lest at any time we 
should let them slip." ( Margin reads, 
run out as leaking vessels.) (Heb. 
ii: 1. ) 

There are some experiences that 
come to the sanctified that are very 
peculiar. We feel really empty, but 
are not able to account for the seem- 
ing leanness. Satan suggests that we 
have lost our sanctification, and we 
are tempted to believe that this is 
true. Some go back and reconsecrate 
and get into spiritual darkness: 

Now the facts are, we cannot think 
of any willful sin we have committed} 
and in fact we have not, but we must 
not forget that sins of ignorance will 
cause a "leakage of love" and at this 
same time we are not carnal in the 
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sight of God. For instance, we are 
told in the thirteenth chapter of I 
Corinthians that " Love suffereth 
long. " Now any uneasiness, or f retf ul- 
ness on our part at our surroundings or 
the providences of life (we may suffer 
long but we are not kind) will cause a 
leakage of love, although the ' 'stony 
heart" does not come back through 
willful sin and unbelief — the only way 
it can come back. Yet the fountain 
does not flow as fully as before, be- 
cause the perfect heart has been 
punctured by a fiery dart of Satan 
(see cut No. 6), and caused a leakage. 
Also, "love envieth not." The power 
to envy is not taken away in sanctifi- 
cation, but if you consent to envy in 
the least degree, you will have a leak- 
age of love. "Love vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up." If you allow 
yourself to get "puffed" over your 
success, which is a very natural thing 
to do, and seemingly harmless, you 
will have a leakage. St. Paul said he 
had "learned how to abound and how 
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to be abased." There are some things 
to learn after we are sanctified. 

"Love seeketh not her own." You 
see the "more excellent way" is even 
above one's rights, though in harmony 
with strict justice. There may betimes 
in your experience, when it would be 
more to the glory of God to not seek 
to get even that which rightfully be- 
longs to you. If you do the "leakage" 
will come. "Love thinketh no evil." 
The R. v. reads, "Taketh not account 
of evil. " Now evil reports come to us 
almost every day about some of our 
brethren; and it may come from those 
who are trustworthy. If we believe 
the evil report, we will have a leakage 
of love against that brother, and the 
next time we hear him testify or 
preach, we will think of that report 
and will not say amen in our hearts 
with as much f erver as on former oc- 
casions. What are we to do to stop 
this? First, when we hear evil of a 
person we should not believe it with- 
out seing the accused and hearing his 
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side of the story. We have no right 
to sit as judge upon hearsay evidence. 
You cannot convict the most wicked 
man in the world on that kind of evi- 
dence. If courts of the world give the 
accused a fair show, how much more 
should the Christian withhold con- 
demnation? "Ah, but" you say, "the 
story comes so straight I cannot help 
but believe evil." Very well, let me 
say what your duty is if you believe 
evil of your brother: "Thou shalt not 
in any wise rebuke thy neighbor, and 
not suffer sin upon him." You see the 
moment you believe evil of your 
neighbor you have a job on your 
hands. But your reproof should be 
in a very humble way; perhaps ask 
his forgiveness for believing the evil 
report without investigation. Breth- 
ren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, 
ye which are spiritual restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness; consid- 
ering thyself, lest thou also be tempt- 
on." (Gal. vi: 1.) 
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This wonderful power of the holy, 
loving spirit of reproof is, to a large 
extent, gone out of the church. 

You see, brethren, how natural it is 
to believe these evil reports, and then 
instead of going right to the offending 
party, we take it to some of our confi- 
dential friends. Do you wonder we 
have lean times? May we all fall upon 
our faces and confess our own fault, 
and get all the "punctures" repaired, 
and then the fountain will flow full 
and free. It may be a fiery trial, but 
such are just the vehicles in which the 
Lord wants to carry us farther out in 
the land of perfect love. "Hallelujah ! 
I have found it." "Love hopeth all 
things" for the greatest welfare of each 
other, and "love covereth a multitude 
of sins. " Try your experience by the 
thirteenth chapter of I Corinthians 
every little while. 

I hope the reader will pardon me if 
I give just an incident in my own per- 
sonal experience to make this truth a 
little more practical. While sitting i 
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my home one day, a woman, that 
looked like a tramp, knocked for ad- 
mittance, and desired dinner for her- 
self and daughter. My first thought, 
because of her 4% trampy*" appearance, 
was not to let them in; the next was, 
perhaps they are angels in disguise; 
so I invited them to stay to dinner. 

We treated them as any respectable 
strangers, feeding them with earthly 
and spiritual food, giving them some 
money and sent them on their way re- 
joicing, and got the blessing. That 
same night I heard that while they 
were at the depot they talked about 
us, but not in a wholesome way. 
When I heard of it I said, € € I do not 
believe it, I think they meant some 
other preacher."' And I afterwards 
found out my faith was right. You see 
if I had believed the hearsay report I 
would have had a duty to perform to 
reprove them. I learned from this 
simple little incident that one can save 
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himself much trouble and heart "punc- 
tures" by not believing every evil re- 
port that comes by hearsay. "Love 
never faileth." 



CHAPTER XII. 

Christian Perfection. 

When I use the word, perfection, I 
do not mean Adamic, ideal, absolute, 
human, angelic, glorification, or the 
perfection of workmanship that comes 
through suffering, but I mean Chris- 
tian perfection, that which God de- 
mands of Christians. 

We should never walk around any 
term, or words Of the Bible, but ask 
Him what He means. 

In the first place, does God demand 
human beings to be perfect? Let us 
see. "Be ye therefore perfect, even 
as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect." (Matt v: 48. ) Notice .the 
word "therefore," something preceed- 
ing; also the word "even." God is 
God; we are human. Look at the fol- 
lowing text carefully: "And when 
Abram was ninety years old and nine, 
the Lord appeared to Abram, and said 
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unto him, I am the almighty God; 
walk (live) before me, and be thou 
perfect." (Gen. xvii: 1.) 

Notice, there was a revelation of God 
Himself. Unless we believe God is in 
the command when we read the Bible 
we will make no headway. God did 
not say to Abram, "Walk before your 
wife, or children, or neighbors," but 
"before me." 

"Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lord thy God." (Deut. xviii: 13.) "That 
he would grant unto us, that we, be- 
ing delivered out of the hand of our 
enemies, might serve him without 
fear, in holiness and righteousness be- 
fore Him all the days of our life." 
(Luke if 74-75.) You see this perfec- 
tion, or holiness, is before God. 
Should we preach perfection? "Whom 
we preach, warning every man, and 
teaching every man in all wisdom; 
that we may present every i^an per- 
fect in Christ Jesus." (Col. i %.) 

Did any ever refuse to b< r^rfect? 
"Jesus said unto him, if th i n wilt be 
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perfect, go and sell that thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and. thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven; and come 
and follow me. But when the young 
man heard that saying, he went away 
sorrowful: for he had great posses- 
sions.*' (Matt, xix: 21-22.) 

Did any one ever obtain it? "Noah 
was a just man and perfect in his gen 
erations, and Noah walked ( lived ) 
with God." (Gen. vi: 9.) A person 
may be perfect before God, and quite 
faulty before his neighbors who know 
not the motives of the heart that 
prompt the action. "Man looketh up- 
on the outward appearance, but the 
Lord looketh upon the heart." 

When we know the circumstances 
it alters our judgment. To Illustrate: 
A man in the cars was trying to quiet 
a crying baby. Another man trying 
to sleep became very much annoyed 
and cried out in great impatience: 
"Where is that child's mother?" The 
father, with great tenderness and sup- 
pressed emotion, replied, "She is in 
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the baggage car in her casket. " The 
old man hastily dressed, craved par- 
don, took the child, walked the floor, 
and made the father lie down in his 
berth for rest. 

"There was a man in the land of Uz, 
whose name was Job; and that man 
was perfect and upright, and one that 
feared God, and eschewed evil." (Job 
i: 1.) The devil said, "Doth Job fear 
God for naught?" The devil knew 
that some people pretend to love God 
because God blesses them, and he sup- 
posed Job was of that sort; but the 
devil does not know everything. And 
after the great trial of being stripped 
of almost every earthly pleasure, Job 
said: "Naked came I out of my moth- 
er's womb, and naked shall I return 
thither; the Lord gave, and the Lord 
hath taken away; blessed be the name 
of the Lord. In all thds Job sinned not, 
nor charged God foolishly. " (Job 
i: 21-22. ) 

St. Paul disclaimed having reached 
the resurrection perfection in Phil. 
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hi: 12, but claimed Christian perfec- 
tion in the fifteenth verse: "Let us 
therefore, as many as be perfect, be 
thus minded." 

What is this perfection? It is not 
outer action; it is a state of heart be- 
fore God; it is blamelessness, not 
faultlessness. "And they were both 
righteous before God, walking (living) 
in all the commandments and ordi- 
nances of the Lord blameless." (Luke 
i: 6.) "And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved ( not pickled ) blameless 
(how long? ) unto the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful is he that 
calleth you, who also will do it." (i 
Thes. v: 23-24.) 

Christian perfection is love to God 
and man. Bead Matt, v: 44-48. In 
Matthew xxii: 36 -40 we find that the 
greatest commandment is love to God 
with all our heart. The next one to it 
is to love our neighbor as ourself. 
Now everybody knows that the most 
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wicked sin is to break the greatest 
commandment, and that is love to God; 
more wicked than murder or adultery. 
Therefore we sum up Christian per- 
fection in one little word — love. Read 
Col. iii: 14: "And above all these things 
put on charity ( love ), which is the 
bond of perf ectness. " 

John Wesley sums up some of the 
arguments that some people use 
against professors of perfect love thus: 
"Some say, 'I feel no power when he 
speaks or prays. ' First, perhaps this 
is your fault, not his; second, the 
Pharisees felt no power in His words, 
who spake as never man spake; third, 
prejudice toward him of any kind 
would prevent your feeling his power; 
fourth, your unbelief of the state 
which he professes to enjoy; fifth, 
thinking too highly of him; sixth, 
thinking too highly of yourself. If 
any of the above lie in the way, is it 
any wonder you do not feel any 
power?" 
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But do not others feel his power? 
If so then your argument falls to the 
ground. If they do not, are you sure 
that none of these things lie in their 
way, too? But you say he does not 
come up to your idea of a Christian. 
Perhaps no one ever will. Your idea 
may be wrong. Christian perfection 
is love to God and man. None ought 
to believe the work is done till there 
is added the testimony of the Spirit, 
witnessing his entire sanctification. 
For we are sanctified exactly as we are 
justified; faith is thecondition,and the 
only condition to sanctification. 



CHAPTER XIII. 

Consecration. 

"I beseech you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye pre- 
sent your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God." (Rom. xii: 1-2.) 

Consecration means more than sur- 
render, or repentance. Consecration 
is for Christians ("I beseech thee, 
brethren"). Repentance and surrender 
is for sinners. Consecration means to 
bring your "hands full" of something 
good. (See Ex. xxxii: 29, margin). 
Also read Ex. 29th chapter and Lev. 
vii; 37, which is the law of conse- 
cration. 

When St. Paul was converted he 
said, "What wilt thou have me to do?" 
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— a surrender. When he made his 
perfect consecration he said: "But 
what things were gain to me, those I 
counted loss for Christ." (Phil, iii: 7.) 
A sinner gives up nothing that is gain 
to him in order to become a Christian; 
nothing but sin; and that is not gain 
to any person. " Yea, doubtless, and 
I count all things but loss ( see con- 
text) for the excellency of the knowl- 
edge ( he got knowledge of the Lord 
when converted, but now he is after 
the excellency of the knowledge) of 
Christ Jesus my Lord; for whom I 
have suffered the loss of all things 
(that were dear to him), and do count 
them but dung (refuse), that I may 
win Christ." (Phil, iii: 8.) 

St. Paul reckoned himself to be 
dead to every earthly prop, and actu- 
ally suffered the loss of all things, and 
looked upon them as refuse matter as 
compared to the "excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus. " This is 
what we call " dying out. " Moses' 
mother "died out'' to her little baby 
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and actually suffered the loss; placed 
him in the basket and set him afloat 
on the Nile, never expecting to see 
him again. But thanks be to God 
whose ways are past finding out, she 
got her babe back, nursed him, and 
went around every Saturday night 
and drew her pay. Hallelujah! We are 
afraid to give up everything to God, 
but this is the way He uses us when 
we do. Consecration is to full salvation, 
or entire sanctification, what repent- 
ance is to pardon or justification. You 
are not on believing ground for justi- 
fication until you truly repent; neither 
are you on believing ground for full 
salvation until you consecrate. Many 
are trying to believe when they have 
not met the conditions of faith. Faith 
is easy after conditions are met. I 
look upon consecration as a very sa- 
cred thing, done once and forever. I 
am not in sympathy with u we(a)kly" 
consecration meetings; they are too 
often and too weak. After once hav- 
ing given yourself and all that is dear 
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to you, to God, you should never do 
that work over again, unless you take 
yourself out of God s hands by open 
rebellion. This "give and take" sort 
of a consecration cannot please God. 
After it was revealed to me in the Bi- 
ble that by consecrating my all to 
Jesus, I could be "holy and without 
blame before him in love, " I did so, 
that is, as far as I knew; God blessed 
me, but when something new would 
come up the devil made me believe I 
did not do it perfectly, so I would go 
back to the altar again and reconse- 
crate. I soon got disgusted with this, 
and found that the devil was making 
an everlasting tramp of me, and I was 
not making much progress in holi- 
ness. So God gave me the scheme of 
making a warranty deed to Him. I 
could understand this. It helped me 
very much. I will put it in these pages 
for the benefit of any one who may be 
bothered in a similar way. 
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MY WARRANTY DEED CONSECRATION. 

I, Frank E. Morehouse, party of the 
first part, being of sound mind and 
memory, do, for a valuable considera- 
tion, viz. , the gift of the Holy Spirit, 
grant, bargain, sell, release, dedicate, 
and forever let go of, as a living sac- 
rifice unto the Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit, parties of the second part, the 
following described property, to- wit: 
My body, soul and spirit, and all that 
appertains thereto — head, eyes, ears, 
mouth, tongue, voice, understanding, 
thoughts, purposes, motives, will,love, 
hands, feet, all that I can now think 
of, or all that shall ever be brought 
to my memory; my property, real or 
personal, all that I now have, and all 
that shall ever come into my posses- 
sion; my wife and children, father, 
mother, brothers and sisters, friends 
and neighbors, time and reputation. 

I now hand over the above to the 
parties of the second part with my 
own free will, for them to have and 
hold forever. I now acknowledge I 
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have received the Holy Spirit, and 
furthermore, I am not my own. I am 
bought with a price, viz., the precious 
blood of Jesus Christ; and my "body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in me;" furthermore, "I am cruci- 
fied with Christ: nevertheless I live; 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me; and 
the life which I now live in the flesh, 
I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself for 
me." 

Furthermore, whenever the parties 
of the second part call for any of the 
above I will cheerfully say, * 'Thy will 
be done." 

Signed, sealed and delivered in the 
presence of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, the angels, and all this com- 
pany.

CHAPTER XIV. 

The Faith that Brings Victory. 

Definition- "Belief ; the assent of the 
mind to the truth of what is declared 
by another; resting solely and implic- 
itly on his authority and veracity" — 
Webster. "Now faith is the assurance 
of things hoped for, the proving (test) 
of things not seen." (r. v. Heb. xi: 1.) 

If we are saved from sin through 
faith, and kept by the power of God 
through faith; and if without faith it 
is impossible to please Him, then it 
follows that this subject is very im- 
portant, because the life, death, resur* 
rection and glorification of the Lord 
Jesus Ghrist is all a failure so far 1 as 
\ve are concerned if we fail to exer- 
feise that faith which actually saves us 
from sin. 

"For by grace have ye been saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves; it is the gift of God." (Eph. 
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iii: 8, R. v.) Many people have been 
in error over this text, and have laid 
more stress over " faith" being the 
gift of God, than they have of * 'grace. " 
They have been waiting for God to 
give them faith, so they could believe 
for grace, and have felt quite comfort- 
able because they thought they could 
not believe. Now the facts are, that 
"God hath dealt to every man the 
measure of faith" (Rom. xii: 3), on the 
same principle that he has given us 
the power of hearing, seeing, feeling, 
smelling or tasting; but He does not 
hear, look, feel, smell or taste for us; 
neither does he believe for us. The 
only way I know of to see any object 
is to look at it. The only way to tell 
how a thing tastes is to taste it; not 
to try to, but actually do it; and the 
only way to have faith is to believe. 
Looking, drinking, and believing are 
synonyms. "Look and live," "drink, 
ye thirsty;" "believe and be saved." 
If you know how to look or drink you 
know how to believe. But you say "I 
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want the evidence." Well, * 'faith is 
the evidence;" (Heb. ii: l) # but you say 
"I want the proof;" well, faith is "the 
proving of things not seen." (Heb. xi: 
1, R. v.) But you continue, "I want 
the real thing, I do not want to guess;" 
well, "faith is the substance of things 
hoped for." (Heb. xi; 1.) You still in- 
sist, * 'I want the witness;" well, "He 
that believeth on the Son of God hath 
the witness in himself." (i John v: 10.) 
So you see, "this is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith." 
(i John v: 4.) Some one has said that 
"faith is taking God at his word." We 
have heretofore proved that the Bible 
is the word of God. Now before you 
can make any headway you must get 
hold of a promise and believe it to be 
the real word of God to you, just as 
certain as if God stood before you; to 
disbelieve at this point is to make God 
a liar (i John v: 10), the most wicked 
sin that could be thought of. In the 
fourth chapter of Romans we have the 
description of faith in action, called

the Abrahamic faith. The scene is 
taken from the fifteenth chapter of 
Genesis. In Gen. xvii: 5, God appeared 
to Abraham and told him, " A father 
of many nations have I made thee." 
St. Paul says in Rom. iv: 18-24 "Who 
against hope believed in hope, that he 
might befcome the father of many na- 
tions, according to that which was 
spoken, so shall thy seed be. And be- 
ing not weak in faith, he considered 
not his own body now dead, when he 
was an hundred years old, neither yet 
the deadness of Sarah's womb (a moun- 
tain of difficulty from the human point 
of view). He staggered not (wavered 
not R. v. ) at the promise of God 
through unbelief; but was strong 
(waxed strong r. v.) in faith, giving 
glory to God; and being fully persuad- 
ed that what He had promised He was 
able also to perform. And therefore 
it was imputed to him for righteous- 
ness. Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, but it was imputed (rec- 
oned R. v.) to him; but for us also, to 
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whom it shall be imputed if we believe 
on him that raised up Jesus our Lord 
from the dead." No man can be a sin- 
ner a single moment longer if he be- 
lieves what God says about his wick- 
ed heart, and what He has done to 
save him. Unbelief of what God says 
in the Bible is the damning sin of the 
world. "Therefore, I say unto you, all 
things whatsoever ye pray and ask 
for, believe that ye have received 
them, and ye shall have them." (Mark 
xi: 24, R. v.) "And all things whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in prayer, believing, 
ye shall receive." (Matt, xxi: 22.) 

It is a mistake for anyone to say 
that they believe and yet have no evi- 
dence, for that makes Heb. xi: 1 to be 
untrue. Some people seem to think 
that the witness ( testimony ) of the 
Spirit is better evidence than the 
word; or in other words, that a testi- 
mony from the Holy Spirit is better 
than a testimony from God's word. 
Shame! No man or woman can be- 
lieve without evidence, and it is absurd 
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to say you believe without some foun 
dation. * 'If Christ be not raised your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins." 
A good illustration of faith is Peter 
walking on the water. He heard the 
voice of God say, "Come." An invita- 
tion from Father always implies that 
power will be given to perform. Peter 
reached a point where he did not care 
whether the rest of the disciples went 
with him or not; neither did he hang 
onto the boat and put one foot down 
to see if the water would hold him up, 
but leaped from the boat by faith 
down on the water — or rather on God, 
for it was omnipotence that held him 
up — and found it solid to walk upon. 
And remember, the first step was as 
much proof to him that God had 
called, as if he had walked a mile, but 
like thousands of us have done, he took 
his eyes from Jesus and watched the 
waves, and began to sink. Thank 
God he did not sink, but prayed 4 'Lord 
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save me," "And immediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand and caught 
him, and said unto him, O thou of lit- 
tle faith, wherefore didst thou doubt?" 



CHAPTER XV. 

Fellowship of Suffering. 

"That I may know Him, and the 
power of His resurrection, and the 
fellowship of His sufferings, being 
made comformable unto His death." 
(Phil. iii:10.) 

I consider this text to begin to move 
us out into the land of perfect love. 
The blood cleanseth from all sin, and 
gets us into the land; but suffering 
puts us out into the deep things of God. 

"Know ye not, that so many of us 
as were baptised into Jesus Christ 
were baptised into His death.. [Not 
water]. (Rom. vi : 3. ) 

James and John asked to sit, one on 
His right, and the other on His left 
hand, in His Glory. "But Jesus said 
unto them, Ye know not what ye ask. 
Can ye drink of the cup that I drink 
of, and be baptised with the baptism 
that I am baptisod with ?" (Mark x: 
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37-38. ) But few professors of religion 
realize what the following means. 

"Therefore we are buried with Him 
by baptism into death; that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead by 
the glory of the Father, even so we 
also should walk in newness of life. 
For if we have become united (r. v.) 
with Him by the likeness of His death, 
we shall be also by the likeness of His 
resurrection." (Rom. vi.4-5.) 

It is one thing to be an heir but quite 
another to be a joint heir. 

"And if children then heirs; heirs 
of God, [by adoption] and joint-heirs 
with Christ; if so be that we suffer 
with Him, that we may be also glorified 
together." (Rom. viii:17.) 

"Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed; Always bear- 
ing about in the body the dying of the 
Lord Jesus, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our body. 
For we which live are alway delivered 
unto death for Jesus' sake, (what for?) 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
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made manifest" in our mortal flesh." 
(II Cor. iv:9-ll.) 

"I die daily. " (iCor. xv:31.) Thisis 
a deeper thing than dying to sin, we 
are not on the sin question now, this 
is workmanship. Read n Tim. ii: 
11-15. 

4 'If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with Him. " This does not mean 
heaven, but earth. We do not get to 
heaven by our suffering, but by His. 

"I John, who also am your brother, 
and companion in tribulation, and in 
the kingdom and patience of Jesus 
Christ, was in the isle that is called 
Patmos, (what for?) for the word of 
God, and for the testimony of Jesus 
Christ. " (Rev. i:9.) "Be not thou 
therefore ashamed of the testimony of 
our Lord, nor of me His prisoner: but 
be thou partaker of the afflictions of 
the gospel according to the power of 
God." (n Tim. i: 8.) Reader do not 
think this a hardship, this a legacy 
from God. * ' For unto it is given in 
the behalf of Christ, not only to be- 
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lieve on Him, (for salvation) but also 
to suffer for His sake. " (Phil, i: 29.) 
But few understand that suffering is 
our calling. Listen to the voice of 
God. " For this is thankworthy, if a 
man of conscience toward God endure 
grief, suffering wrongfully. For what 
glory is it, if, when ye be buffeted 
for your faults, ye shall take it patient- 
ly? but if, when ye do well, and suffer 
for it, ye take it patiently, this is ac 
ceptable with God. For even here- 
unto were ye called: (why?) because 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving us 
an example, that ye should follow His 
stpps. Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in His mouth; Who, when 
He was reviled, reviled not again; 
when He suffered, He threatened not; 
but committed Himself to Him that 
judgeth righteously.' ' (i Peter ii. 19- 
23.) This is what brings real happi- 
ness. "But, and if ye suffer for right- 
eousness sake, happy are you; and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled. " (i Peter iii: 1-14.) "Be- 
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loved, think it not strange concerning 
the fiery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing happened 
unto you: But rejoice, inasmuch as ye 
are partakers of Christ's sufferings; 
that, when His glory shall be revealed, 
ye may be glad also with exceeding 
joy. If ye be reproached for the name 
of Christ, happy are ye; for the spirit 
of glory and of God resteth upon you: 
on their part He is evil spoken of, but 
on your part He is glorified. But let 
none of you suffer as a murderer, or as 
a thief, or as an evildoer, or as a busy- 
body in other men's matters. Yet if 
any man suffer as a Christian, let him 
not be ashamed; but let him glorify 
God on this behalf, (i Peter iv : 12-16. ) 
"But the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto His eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after that ye have suffer- 
ed a while, make you perfect, [work- 
man] stablish, strengthen, settle you. 
To Him be glory and dominion for ever 
and ever. Amen." (i Peter v: 10.) I 
am sure it is the will and pleasure of 
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the Father, that the entirely sanctified 
should see and possess more of the 
land of perfect love, by riding on fiery 
chariots of trials. Hallelujah ! praise 
His name! I am just beginning to ride 
comfortably. Do riot confound suffer- 
ing for workmanship, with the blood 
for cleansing. 

If Jesus learned obedience, Heb. 
v: 8, and was made a perfect workman 
through suffering, Heb. ii: 10, how 
much more we need this discipline. 
While the Bishop of Madras was visit- 
ing at Travancore he found there a 
little girl called ' i A child apostle. " Her 
hands, arms and neck showed signs 
of recent whippings and brutal treat- 
ment from her parents because she 
would not renounce her faith in Jesus. 

The Bishop gently laid his hand 
on her head and with suppressed emo- 
tion said, "How can you bear it?" 
She looked up into his fatherly face in 
a surprised way and replied, "Don't 
you like to suffer for Jesus ?" 

'•()! blessed fellowship divine: 

O! joy supremely sweet: 
Companionship With Jesus here 

Makes life with bliss replete—." 



CHAPTER XVI. 

Rejoicing Under Trials. 

"Rejoice in the Lord alway; and 
again I say, rejoice/' (Phil, iv: 4.) 

Let us look at some of the charac- 
ters who did not, and some who did. 

Jacob did not. ' ' And Jacob, their 
father, said unto them, Me have ye 
bereaved of my children: Joseph is 
not, and Simeon is not, and ye will 
take Benjamin away: all these things 
are against me." (Gen. xlii: 36.) All 
these things were not against him, as 
subsequent events proved; they were 
all for him. 

The Children of Israel did not. ' < We 
remember the fish, which we did eat 
in Egypt freely; the cucumbers, and 
the melons, and the leeks, and the on- 
ions, and the garlick; But now our 
soul is dried away; there is nothing 
at all beside this manna, before our 
eyes." (Num xi: 5, 6.) 
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Jonah did not. " Therefore now, O 
Lord, take, I beseech thee, my life 
from me; for it is better for me to die 
than to live. Then said the Lord, 
Dost thou well to be angry ?" (Jonah 
iv:3, 4.) 

Mrs. Job did not. "Then said his 
wife unto him, Dost thou still retain 
. thine integrity? curse God and die." 
(Jobii:9.) 

The Jews did not. "The Jews then 
murmured at Him, because he said, I 
am the bread of life which came down 
from heaven.'' (John vi: 41.) 

Rejoicing under trials is a test of 
perfect sanctification. Those who did 
rejoice: 

Job did. "The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord." (Job i: 21.) 

Three Hebrew children did. "Shad- 
rach, Meshach and Abed-nego an- 
swered and said to the king, O 
Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful 
to answer thee in this matter. If it 
be so, our God, whom we serve, is 
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able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace; and he will deliver us 
out of thine hand, king. But if not, 
be it known unto thee, O king, that 
wo will not serve thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou 
hast set up." (Dan. iii: 16-18.) 

Habakkuk did. " Although the fig 
tree shall not blossom, neither shall 
fruit be in the vines; the labor of the 
olive shall fail, and the fields shall 
yield no meat; the flock shall be cut 
off from the fold, and there shall be 
no herd in the stalls; yet I will rejoice 
in the Lord, I will joy in the God of 
my salvation/' (Hab. iii: 17, 18.) 

Daniel did. "Now when Daniel 
knew that the writing was signed he 
went into his house ( not in a rage ) ; 
and his windows being open ( he did 
not open them to be mean) in his cham- 
ber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled up- 
on his knees ( a proper attitude, in 
prayer) three times a day, and prayed, 
and gave* thanks before his God, as 
he did aforetime." (Dan. vi: 10.) 
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The disciples did. " For ye had 
compassion of me in my bonds, and 
took joyfully the spoiling of your 
goods, knowing in yourselves that ye 
have in heaven a better and an endur- 
ing substance." ( Heb. x: 34. ) " And 
they departed from the presence of 
the council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to suffer shame for 
his name." (Acts v: 41.) 

Paul did. "Therefore, I take pleas- 
ure in infirmities, in reproaches, in 
necessities, in persecutions, in dis- 
tresses, for Christ's sake; for when I 
am weak, then am I strong." ( n Cor. 
xii: 10.) 

Jesus tells us what to do when we are 
in trouble and what we are: "Blessed 
are ye, when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, and shall say all man- 
ner of evil against you falsely, (lying) 
for my sake. Rejoice, and be exceed- 
ing glad ( Dr. Steele says it means 
to jump straight up and down with 
joy) for great is your reward in 
heaven : for so persecuted they the 
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prophets which were before you." 
(Matt, v: 11, 12.) This cannot be done 
without the * ' indwelling Christ," by 
faith. (Eph. iii: 17.) 

Most people have a wrong idea of 
persecutions; they look upon them as 
hardships, when the fact is, they are 
the Christian's inheritance. In the 
days of Jesus it was the custom to 
leave the best and richest bequest un- 
til the last. Reader, if you will keep 
this thought in mind while reading 
Mark x: 29, 30, it will help you. "And 
Jesus answered and said, Verily I say 
unto you, There is no man that hath 
left house, or brethren, or sisters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, or chil- 
dren, or lands, for my sake, and the 
gospel's, but he shall receive an hun- 
dred fold now in this time, houses and 
brethren, and sisters, and mothers, 
and children, and lands, with persecu- 
tions; and in the world to come eternal 
life" You see, persecutions are placed 
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in the same list with the good things 
of this life, and the next. 

"Sometimes mid scenes of deepest gloom, 
Sometimes where Eden's bowers bloom, 
By waters still, o'er troubled sea, 
Still 'tis His hand that leadeth me." 



CHAPTER XVII. 

Bible Forgiveness. 

This is one of the most important 
subjects in the Bible. 

The basis of a perfect forgiveness 
from God is the atonement. Next to 
that, is that we perfectly forgive our 
neighbor. We are taught to pray in 
no other "manner," "forgive us our 
debts as we forgive our debtors." 
(Matt. vi:12.) 

"For if we forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you. But if ye forgive not 
men their trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your trespasses. " 
(Matt, vi: 14,15.) A person cannot 
have a praying spirit without a for- 
giving spirit. "And when ye stand 
praying, forgive, if ye have ought 
against any ; that your Father also 
which is in heaven may forgive you 
your trespasses. " (Mark xi :25. ) 
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There is lots of slipshod work in 
regard to this question of forgiveness. 
In Matt. xviii:21-35, is a great prin- 
ciple of forgiveness. Here is a man 
who owed about $19,200,000, which 
represents our sins against God; a debt 
we cannot pay; this man was perfectly 
forgiven, he went out and found a man 
who owed him $17 — this represents our 
neighbors sins against us. "He that 
hath ears to hear let him hear." But 
few believe that their sins against God 
are as much larger than their meanest 
neighbors sins to them, as $19,200,000 
is larger than $17, but such is the rev- 
elation. Now this man would not 
forgive his neighbor the little $17, even 
after he had been forgiven so much. 
So, "His lord w T as wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentors, till he should 
pay all that was due unto him." The 
facts are he could never pay it all. 
i 'So likewise shall my heavenly Father 
do also unto you, if ye from your 
hearts forgive not every one his 
brother their trespasses." Some say 
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they forgive but do not forget. Like 
the old colored brother on his dying 
bed said, "If he died he would forgive 
but if he got well, he wanted to look 
out.'' Better be careful how you say 
"I cannot forged " Pray, "Father, 
forgive me as I forgive. " How does 
Father forgive? "He remembers them 
no more against us. " He does not for- 
get the fact, but does not remember 
them against us, or in other words he 
treats us as if we had not sinned. 
Glory ! ' * Well, " you say, ' 'I do forgive 
from my heart." Well praise the 
Lord, but does the other fellow know 
it? Now pray again- "Father, forgive 
me as I forgive." How did he for- 
give? He came all the way from his 
home to us to tell us that he forgave 
and loved us. If He had not done that 
we would not have asked Him to for- 
give us. "I love God because He first 
loved me." Reader, does your enemy 
know that you love him? Have you 
done your best to show him your love?

"Therefore, if thou bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there rememberest 
that thy brother hath ought against 
thee; (not a question of your having 
ought against him) Leave there thy 
gift before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother, and 
then come and offer thy gift." (Matt, 
v: 23, 24.) 

"If there be first a willing mind, it is 
accepted according to that a man hath, 
and not according to that he hath not " 
(n Cor. viii. 12.) or in other words 
consent to go now, and then go when 
you can, and you are accepted, and 
a perfect forgiveness follows. Halle- 
lujah! 

Reader, did you ever have the luxury 
of forgiving an enemy ? If not and 
you have an enemy do not go to sleep 
until you let him know you forgive 
him. 

A lady once arose in our meeting 
and said she had never said the Lord's 
prayer before. She had always said, 
"Lord forgive me better than I for- 
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give. " We are not thus taught to pray. 

A preacher once settled up an old 
quarrel between two church members, 
and one of them came to him at night, 
patted him on the back and said, "I 
am erlad you got this old trouble all 
settled up, but," said he, "if that 
man, " referring to his enemy, "ever 
crosses my path I have the paper in 
my pocket that will fix him. " That 
is forgiveness with a "vengeance at- 
tachment." 

That is what they call * 'burying the 
hatchet and letting the handle stick 
out. " 

Dear reader, you can afford to be in- 
sulted and abused and be misunder- 
stood, but you cannot afford to be 
unforgiving. 



CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Joy of the Lord. 

' 'For the joy of the Lord is your 
strength." (Neh. viii. 10.) 

What was the joy of the Lord? and 
what is the joy of the Lord? These 
are questions of importance, if we are 
to have our strength in His joy, we 
ought to know what His joy is. I feel 
that the weakness of the church of 
God today is either ignorance of what 
the joy of the Lord is, or a lack of 
heart to get your joy where He got 
got His. St. Paul brings out the same 
thought in Phil. ii. 2. "Fulfill ye my 
joy." The apostle John, had his eye 
on the same joy when he said, " And 
these things write we unto you, that 
your joy may be full." ( I John, i: 4.) 
He had just said, "our fellowship is 
with the Father and with his Son, 
Jesus Christ." Now what was this joy 
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and fellowship that the apostles and 
the Savior had in common? 

Negatively, it did not consist in the 
things of this world that perish. It did 
not consist in heaping to themselves 
treasures against the day of wrath. The 
Lord Jesus and his followers did not 
spend their time or energies, neither 
was it their aim or business to gather 
the things of this world and call them 
their own; to be sure, they had all 
they needed and not one lacked, but I 
say their joy and fellowship did not 
consist in this. 

Positively, it was his "meat to do 
the will of Him that sent him." After 
He had talked to the woman at the 
well, and she had gone forth and 
brought her neighbors back in flocks, 
He was so overjoyed at the prospect 
of a revival before him, that he did 
not want to eat. Say, brother, sister, 
have you ever been so burdened for 
souls that you did not want to eat, and 
then looked up and saw the fields al 
ready white and your joy was so great 
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in soul saving, that when the . dinner 
bell rang you paid no attention to it? 
"The joy of the Lord is our strength." 
"I delight to do thy will, O my God." 
"His delight is in the law of the Lord: 
and in his law doth he meditate day 
and night." Brother, is soul saving 
and doing the will of God, and medi- 
tating in His word your delight? ' 'Un- 
less thy law had been my delights, I 
should then have perished in mine 
affliction." (Psa. cxix: 92.) 

"Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who, for the joy 
that was set before him, endured the 
cross, despising the shame." (Heb. 
xii: 2.) 

What was this joy? The joy of sav- 
ing souls. " Even as the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for many." (Matt, xx: 28.) O, how few 
of us know the joy and satisfaction 
the blessed Master had in spending 
all His life and time to help others 
and forget Himself, 
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Brethren, this is the secret of soul 
saving. 

"Hereby perceive we the love of 
God, because He laid down His life for 
us: and we ought to lay down our lives 
for the brethren. " (i John iii : 16. ) "He 
saved others, but Himself He could not 
save." "He that would save his life 
shall lose it." This does not neces- 
sarily mean to die in the body, as it 
does to lay down your life for the 
church to use for the glory of .God in 
saving others — absolutely a self-sacri- 
ficing life. One who perfectly dies to 
self and lives for God, will find his 
yoke is easy and his burden is light. 
"His commandments are not griev- 
ous." " These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might remain 
in you, and that your joy might be 
full." (I John xv : 11.) 

A Christian lady at one time was 
praying for this fullness of joy, when 
a test was put to her by the Spirit. 
Would she be willing to use the bless- 
ing to save one of the most degraded 
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women of the city? She answered yes 
to God, arose from her knees, and im- 
mediately started on her mission for a 
soul. She went to the lodgings of the 
lost one and knocked at the door, and 
a gruff voice bade her euter. She 
advanced and her eyes beheld, lying 
in one corner, what had once been 
a lady, now lower than the brutes; 
tangled hair, blood-shot eyes, bloated 
face, fetid breath. The lady kneeled 
by her side and planted a kiss and then 
told her of Jesus and His love. The 
power of the Spirit melted the stony 
heart; she arose and went with her 
rescuer to the mission and as she stood 
that night with tears streaming down 
her face, calling upon the lady that 
planted the kiss to pray for her that God 

might forgive, and as the earnest 
worker knelt in prayer she realized 
the joy it gave Jesus to say, ' 'Neither 
do I condemn thee, go and sin no more. " 
"Ask of me, and I shall give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance.' ' 



CHAPTER XIX. 

Humility. 

' 'Learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls." (Matt, xi: 29.) Hu- 
mility does not consist in a change of 
clothes or diet. It was the crowning 
grace of our blessed Lord, and we will 
only get it by learning of Him through 
the power of His resurrection, not by 
trying to appear meek. Meekness is 
the opposite of all that is hard or bit- 
ter, or sharp. With meekness minis- 
ters must instruct these that oppose 
themselves, teach and bring back the 
erring. (Gal. vi: 1, n Tim. ii: 25.) It 
has reference to our dispositions to- 
ward our inferiors, also toward our 
superiors; we are to receive the word 
with meekness. ( See Jas. i: 21. ) If 
the wife is to be in subjection to her 
husband it must be in a meek and 
quiet spirit, which is in the sight of 
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God of great price. (Read i Peter iii: 
1-7.) 

Meekness ought to characterize all 
our daily intercourse with fellow Chris- 
• tians. "With all lowliness and meek- 
ness, with long suffering, forbearing 
one another in love." (Eph. iv: 2.) 
"Let nothing be done through strife 
or vain glory; but in lowliness of mind 
let each esteem other better than 
themselves. " (Phil, ii: 3.) 

"To speak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, but gentle, shewing all 
meekness unto all men." (Tit. iii: 2.) 

"Behold thy King cometh unto thee 
meek." (Matt, xxi: 5.) 

Humility is a strong element in soul 
saving. It is shown in serving others; 
for example, see the Lord as a slave 
washing the disciple's feet. 

Do you want to be great? Do you 
want to be honored? If so, here is the 
gate; look in. "But Jesus called them 
unto him, and said, Ye know that the 
princes of the Gentiles exercise do- 
minion over them, and they that ars 
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great exercise authority upon them. 
But it shall not be so among you: but 
whosoever will be great among you, 
let him be your minister (servant): 
and whosoever will be chief among 
you, let him be your servant (slave), 
even as the Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life a ransom for 
many." (Matt, xx: 25-28. . 

What is the result of meekness? 

4 'Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth." (Matt, v: 5.) 
Inheriting the earth does not mean 
that we shall have the ground to raise 
crops and get rich, although we will 
have all we want of that; but it means 
we shall inherit the unsaved people in 
the earth, and be a "joint heir wit'i 
Christ' 1 to bring them to God. "Ask 
of me, and I shall give thee th<» 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the 
uttermost parts of the earth for thy 
possessions." (Psa. ii: 8.) 

How to be meek* "Learn of me, for 
I am meek. " Know that Jesus was 
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meek; look at Him; take time to gaze, 
and know that He with all His meek- 
ness is yours, and He abideth in you, 
and His meekness is a part of your 
salvation. You have no reason to dis- 
believe until you are conscious that 
you are meek. . " Moses wist not that 
his face shone." "O thou of little 
faith," meekness is yours in your 
Savior today. "Be not faithless, but 
only believe and thou shalt see the 
glory of God. " 

"Precious, gentle, holy Jesus, 
Blessed bridegroom of my heart, 

In thy secret inner chamber, 
Thou wilt show me what thou art." 



CHAPTER XX. 

Fanaticism. 

"Beloved, believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they are of 
God." (i Johniv:l.) 

That there is danger of fanaticism 
in the higher life no spirit-filled Chris- 
tian can doubt. 

After we receive the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost our conscience becomes 
very tender and the devil takes ad- 
vantage and makes impressions on our 
minds to do certain things and unless 
we are careful we may think it is the 
Spirit of God, and not wishing to dis- 
obey we do things for the devil that 
hinders our usefulness and may be 
drawn into all sorts of absurdities in 
the name of religion; therefore the 
command "believe not every spirit" 
that whispers to us, for false spirits 
"shall seduce the very elect if pos- 
sible. " 
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We will notice some of the errors 
and temptations incident to the higher 
life. 

1st. — Temptation to Spiritual pride. 
Every believer who receives the gift 
of the Holy Ghost becomes a new 
Christian [not a new creature], his life 
begins to tell on the church and the 
world. At this point we are in danger 
of being puffed up and thinking of 
ourselves more highly than we ought. 

2nd. — Spiritual pr esu mption. After 
this great baptism we feel and know 
we have power over sin, and fear is 
cast out, and we are liable to forget 
" wherein our strength lieth " and we 
relax our watchfulness and prayer, 
and thus expose our hearts to the fiery 
darts of Satan. 

3rd. — Of being infallibly taught and 
led. Some have thought that they 
were so taught and led of the Spirit, 
that whatever they said or did was of 
the Spirit, and would become very 
sensorious if others would not receive 
all their absurdities. There is nothing

that so pleases the devil as to get a 
Spirit- baptised Christian to " run on 
impressions. " I have met and had to 
deal with some very excellent Chris- 
tians who were ' 'believing every spirit" 
to the great detriment to the cause of 
holiness. People living in a low state 
of grace very seldom if ever become 
fanatics. 

John Wesley saw the danger of 
fanaticism in his day which he calls 
enthusiasm. 

He says, " The very desire of grow- 
ing in grace may sometimes be an inlet 
of enthusiasm. It may lead us un- 
awares to seek something else new, 
besides new degrees of love to God and 
man. * * * Another ground of these 
and a thousands mistakes, is, the not 
considering deeply, that love is the 
highest gift of God; humble, gentle, 
patient love; that all visions, revela- 
tions, manifestations whatever, are 
little things compared to love. * * 
There is nothing higher in religion; 
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there is, in effect, nothing else. " 
— Plain Account, page 140. 

"I had a long conversation with Mr. 
Simpson. And of this I am fully per- 
suaded, that whatever he does, is in 
the uprightness of his heart. But he 
is led into a thousand mistakes by one 
wrong principle [the same which 
many, either ignorantly or wickedly, 
ascribe to the body of the people called 
Methodists], the making inward im- 
pressions his rule of action, and not 
the written word. " — Journal, June, 
1742. 

' 'But I dislike several things therein : 
1st. — The singing or speaking or pray- 
ing of several at once. * * * 4th. — 
Using poor, flat, bold hymns. 5th. — 
The never kneeling at prayer. 6th. — 
Your using postures or gestures highly 
indecent. 7th. — Your screaming even 
so as to make the words unintelligible:- ' 
* * * But I dislike your supposing 
man may be as perfect as an angel; 
that he can be absolutely perfect, 
that he can be infallible, or above being 
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tempted; or that the moment he is 
pure in heart he cannot fall from it. " 
Journal, — October, 1762. 

He says again, "So these strange 
advocates for perfection have given 
it a deeper wound than all its enemies 
together could do." — Journal, 1763. 

Dr. Mahansays, "Pride of character 
which manifests itself in an unwilling- 
ness to confess error or sin when 
actually committed is another form of 
temptation against which all who 
attain to this higher life should special- 
ly be on their guard. With the Spirit 
in our hearts we need not sin, but we 
niay." If we should sin, the tempta- 
tion (because of our profession to 
holiness and our reputation) is to cover 
up our faults and sin. This is very 
dangerous. 

How shall we deal with fanatics ? 
Very kindly; they are not hypocrits, 
but misled. They need to be instructed 
in the spirit of meekness. How can 
we avoid fanaticism? By trying the 
spirits. What by ? 1st. — The word of 
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God is the try-square — not an isolated 
passage, but the general teaching. 
2nd. — Providences. Is the way open- 
ed? You do not need to kick a door 
down to do the will of God. 3rd. — 
Good sanctified common sense. God 
says, "The meek will I guide in judg- 
ment. " 4th. — Do not be in a hurry to act 
on doubtful questions. The devil is 
always in a hurry and he will make 
you believe if you do not do that or 
this right away you will grieve the 
Spirit. "He that belie veth shall not 
make haste." 5th. — The evil spirit 
whispers loud and tantalizes if you do 
not obey. The Holy Spirit talks softly 
and patiently and does not upbraid 
even if you make a mistake, but com- 
forts. The devil comes quickly, loudly, 
and in a rush; and is gone. The Holy 
Spirit slowly, gently and stays by and 
entreats. 



CHAPTER XXI. 

The best gifts. 

"But covet earnestly the best gifts: 
and yet shew I unto you a more ex- 
cellent way." ( i Cor. xii: 31. ) This 
verse we believe to be the connecting 
link between the twelfth, or gift chap- 
ter, and the thirteenth, or love chap- 
ter. 

That the gifts of the Spirit are not 
done away with for workmanship in 
this age of the church I am confident. 
"Follow after charity (love), and de- 
sire spiritual gifts, but rather that ye 
may prophesy." (i Cor. xiv: 1.) That 
is to say, make love your important 
business. This is the excellent way, 
without which we are nothing, but we 
are also to desire the best gifts, and 
the apostle tells us of one of the best, 
"But rather that ye may prophesy." 
That means to preach or tell what 
God has revealed.

Let us take the gifts in their divine 
order and see if we, as a church, are 
seeking after the best gifts. "And 
God hath set some in the church; first, 
apostles; secondarily, prophets; third- 
ly, teachers." Now these seem to be 
of one class. To be an apostle means 
to be a missionary and that means to 
"go preach my gospel to every creat- 
ure. " Carry the news to every heathen 
in Africa, India, or your next door 
neighbor; this is the first best gift. 
The second is to prophesy or preach; 
that does not necessarily mean to be 
behind the pulpit, but "warning every 
man, that we may present every man 
perfect in Christ Jesus. " Third best 
gift is to be able to teach the word of 
God; to unfold the spiritual meaning 
of the word is a giit of the Spirit that 
one cannot get at the colleges. Now 
these three are the best gifts we are 
told to covet. After these comes the 
more inferior gifts, such as "miracles; 
then gifts of healings, helps, govern- 
ments, diversities of tongues. " The 
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trouble with the church is that they 
are coveting the inferior gifts instead 
of the best ones. 

There was a time when I thought if 
I could have the gift of healing I could 
accomplish great things for the king- 
dom; but I have found that the great- 
est thing a person can do for the 
kingdom is to be able and willing to 
go to some poor outcast from society, 
and for Jesus' sake, love them into the 
kingdom. The mistake is the desire 
to be a bishop or the pastor of some 
large church rather than to have a 
burning desire to save souls. I am 
afraid that the church of today is de- 
manding a man to fill its pulpits who 
can preach " big sermons," "draw" a 
large crowd and " entertain; " build 
churches and pay off old debts, in 
stead of a man that "gives himself tc 
prayer and to the ministry of the 
word," and has the salvation of lost 
men and women, and the sanctifica- 
tion of the church on his heart. 
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As much as these spiritual gifts are 
to be desired, yet it is possible to have 
them and not have the grace of love 
that entitles us to heaven. " Though 
I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels (here is eloquence), and have 
not charity (love), I am become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal 
(not before men but before God), and 
though I have the gift of prophesy 
( one of the very best gifts ), and un- 
derstand all mysteries (of the Bible), 
and all knowledge; and though I have 
all faith (the gift of faith), so that I 
could remove mountains ( of difficul- 
ties) and have not charity (love), I am 
nothing. And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have 
not charity ( love ), it profiteth me 
nothing." (i Cor. xiii: 1-3.) I can see 
the possibility of men and women 
having gifts to preach wonderful ser- 
mons, carry on great revivals, heal 
the sick and do wonderful works in 
the name of the Lord, and finally get 
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shut out of heaven. "Not every one 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. MaDy will say 
to me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy name? ard 
in thy name have cast out devils? and 
in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you ( I never ap- 
proved of you); depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity." (Matt, vii: 21-23.) 
Dr. A. Clarke says* on this pas- 
sage, "You held the truth in unright- 
eousness, while you preached my pure 
and holy doctrine: and for the sake of 
my own truth and through my love to 
the souls of men, I blessed your 
preaching; but yourselves I could nev- 
er esteem, because ye were destitute 
of the spirit of my gospel, unholy in 
your hearts, and unrighteous in your 
conduct. Alas! alas! how many 
preachers there are who appear 
prophetic in their pulpits; how many 
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writers and other evangelical work- 
men, the miracles of whose labor, 
learning and doctrine we admire, who 
are nothing and worse than nothing 
before God." 

Dear reader, I know of some excel- 
lent workmen who have some of the 
gifts of the Spirit to a remarkable de- 
gree, who are destitute of the grace 
of love described in the tenth chapter 
of I Corinthians. May the Lord help 
us never to be satisfied outside of the 
"more excellent way." This chapter 
is the try-square to entire sanctifi- 
cation. 



CHAPTER XXII. 

Keeping Unity of Spirit. 

"Endeavoring to keep the unity of 
the Spirit in the bond of peace. "(Eph 
iv: 3.) The phrase " unity of the 
Spirit " is that divine oneness which 
the Holy Spirit produces in whose 
heart He dwells; that form of oneness 
which our Savior prays for in John 
xvii: 23. "I in them, and thou in me, 
that they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me." In 
general, this means oneness of thought, 
feeling, and sentiment on moral and 
spiritual subjects. In particular, it 
implies, 1st. — A common and readily 
understood likeness of spirit and 
character to those of Christ. ' * We all, 
with open face beholding as in a glass 
the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image. " (n Cor. ii: 18.) 
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You will find this image of Christ- 
likeness stamped upon all who have 
"received the Holy Ghost since they 
believed. " 

There will appear the same meek- 
ness, gentleness, patience, love of the 
truth, opposition to sin and obedience 
to the law of God, because each takes 
its nature from a common pattern — 
oneness with Christ. There will be a 
supreme affection for Christ; He will 
be the common center; there will be 
that crucifixion to the world. 

They alike lean on their beloved, 
regardless of denominational distinc- 
tion. A common " fellowship is with 
the Father and with His Son Jesus 
Christ." ( i John i: 3. ) A supreme 
regard for those who have the divine 
image, regardless of race, sex, color, 
rich, poor, high, low, in prison, or in 
a palace. This is the unity of the 
Spirit brought about by having Christ 
crowned within. 

Now we are not to act just alike or 
look just alike or dress just alike. God 
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does not dress His trees alike nor cause 
His flowers to show forth the same 
beauty or fragrance. We may not 
agree on other matters; we have dif- 
ferent judgments; we may not think 
alike in politics or church polity; we 
may not all agree on the same woman 
for a wife. I should hope not. We 
may not all agree on the same man 
for a preacher. Now comes the force 
of the command, "to keep the unity of 
the Spirit in the bond of peace. " . It 
is one thing for a church to get the 
Spirit, and quite another thing to keep 
the "unity of the Spirit. " You may 
keep the Spirit, but not the "unity of 
the Spirit." For example: Paul and 
Barnabas were both filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and separated by the 
church for the work of the ministry, 
and endued with power from on high, 
and so was John Mark. Yet, Paul 
and Barnabas did not agree in regard 
to Mark. * ' And the contention was so 
sharp between them, that they de- 
parted asunder one from the other.. " 
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(Acts xv : 39.) Paul thought Mark 
was not justified in leaving them be- 
fore. Acts xiii: 13. But Barnabas 
looked at it differently. Paul was in 
the wrong and when he saw it he con- 
fessed, and sent for Mark. "Take 
Mark and bring him with thee; for he 
is profitable to me for the ministry. " 
(uTim. iv: 11.) Also highly recom- 
mended him "if he come unto you, re- 
ceive him. " (Col.iv: 10.) Now they all 
three kept the Spirit Himself, but not 
the "unity of the Spirit." I feel it is 
not presumption to believe that Paul 
was taught a deep lesson out of that 
affair that led him to understand the 
mind of the Spirit; also to 'give unto 
us the gracious command "Endeavor- 
ing to keep the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace. " The " unity of 
the Spirit" may not follow as a result 
of having the Spirit, so we must 
"Endeavor " "in the bond of peace. v 
It requires some effort on our part. 
We are required to "contend earnestly 
for the faith once delivered to the 
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saints " but not to contend for other 
things of minor importance, such as 
"the doctrine of baptisms [mode, etc,] 
and of laying 1 on of hands, and of [the 
manner] resurrection of the dead, and 
of eternal judgment and this will we 
do, if God permit. " (Heb. vi: 2, 3. ) 

The "unity of the Spirit" has been 
broken and division and strife has been 
engendered by contentions on the 
mode of baptism, what day to keep, 
soul sleeping or Paradise, annihilation 
or everlasting punishment, what kind 
of cloths to wear, ruffles or no ruffles, 
musical instruments in church or none, 
etc, etc. It is very hard work for the 
world to see " Christ in us " while we 
are contending over these things. Dr. 
Mahan says, "Peace exists where har- 
mony prevails to the exclusion of dis- 
cord and the bitterness of strife and 
division. ' Bond of peace ' implies a 
form of unity which not only excludes 
strife and discord, but resists and over- 
comes the strongest temptations to 
divisions and separations. Friendship 
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is strong when neither absence nor 
the tongue of slander, diversity of 
opinion, nor seeming opposition of in- 
terest can sunder or weaken the ties 
which unite loving hearts together. " 
Read the 20th chapter of I Sam. and 
see the friendship between David and 
Jonathan. This "unity of the Spirit" 
is stronger than human ties, stronger 
than any union between man and wife 
or mother and child. This "unity of 
the Spirit " is divine, it is the same 
that the Father and Son have. "That 
they all may be one; as thou, Father 
art in me, and I in thee, that they al- 
so may be one in us. " (John xvii: 21.) 
There is one peculiar difference be- 
tween the friendship of the world and 
Christian friendship. When the former 
once cools and breaks, it seldom if 
ever comes together again. The latter 
unites easily when the cause of sep- 
aration is removed, and the love is 
stronger than ever. « « By this shall 
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all men know that ye are my disciples 
if ye have love one to another. " (John 
xiii: 35.) What kind ? " As I have 
loved you." (John xiii: 34.) 



CHAPTER XXIII. 

Keeping Power of God. 

"There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man; 
but God is faithful, who will not suf- 
fer you to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that ye 
may be able to bear it." (i Cor. x: 13.) 

"When the enemy shall come in like 
a flood, the spirit of the Lord shall 
lift up a standard against him." (mar- 
gin, put him to flight.) (Isa. lix: 19.) 

We are the Lord's vineyard "I the 
Lord do keep it; I will water it every 
moment: lest any hurt it, I will keep 
it night and day." (Isa. xxvii: 3.) 

One dear brother said in one of our 
meetings, "I have found out that I am 
the Lord's garden and I would as soon 
grow rutabagas as roses." 

Notice this prayer: "Ke:*p me as 
the apple of the eye; hide me under 
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the shadow of thy wings." (Psa. xvii: 
8.) The apple of the eye is the most 
delicate and sensitive part of the 
body. Great provision has been made 
for it in the physical body; how much 
more in the spiritual body. "Hide 
me." Where? "Under the shadow of 
thy wing. " How? "As a hen gather- 
eth her chickens." Study the care of 
the mother hen and her different calls, 
and then think of your loving Heav- 
enly Father, and then think of the 
little cold chick that "would not." 

Who does he keep? "The Lord pre- 
serveth (not pickles) the simple; I was 
brought low ( humble ) and He helped 
me." (Psa. cxvi: 6.) 

"In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spir- 
it and said, I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, that thou 
hast did these things from the wise 
and prudent (in their own eyes), and 
hast revealed them unto babes; even 
so Father, for so it seemed good in 
thy sight." (Lukex: 20.) 
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The Bible " keep room " is Psalms 
cxxi. "I will lift up mine eyes unto 
the hills, from whence cometh my 
help. My help cometb from the Lord, 
which made heaven and earth. He 
will not suffer thy foot to be moved: 
He that keepeth thee will not slumber. 
Behold, He that keepeth Israel shall 
neither slumber nor sleep. The Lord 
is thy keeper; the Lord is thy shade 
upon thy right hand. The sun shall 
not smite thee by da}', nor the moon 
by night. The Lord shall preserve 
thee from all evil; He shall preserve 
thy soul. The Lord shall preserve thy 
going out, and thy coming in, from 
this time forth, and even forever- 
more.'* 

The assurance of keeping. " For I 
I know whom I have believed, and am 
persuaded that He is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto Him 
against that day." (n Tim. i: 12.) 

"Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? Shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
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nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it 
is written, for thy sake we are killed 
all the day long; we are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than con- 
querers, through him that loved us. 
For I am persuaded that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord." 
(Rom. viii: 35-39.) There is nothing, 
absolutely nothing, that can separate 
us from God except our own will. 

How will He keep? "Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace whose mind 
is staid on thee: because he trusteth 
in thee." (Isa. xxvi: 3.) 

What shall we do? "Rejoice in the 
Lord alway: and again I say, rejoice. 
Let your moderation (gentleness, R t v.) 
be known unto ( how many? ) all men. 
The Lord is at hand. Be careful (full 
of care) for nothing; but in everything 
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by prayer and supplication, with 
thanksgiving, let your requests be 
made known unto God." (Phil.iv: 4-6.) 
What will God^lo if we do the above? 
"And the peace of God, which passeth 
all (human) understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus." (Phil, iv: 7.) "Who are kept 
by the power of God through faith 
unto salvation, ready to be revealed 
in the last time." (i Pet. i: 5.) We 
yield, trust and obey; God does all 

the rest. 

I look upon God as my banker. He 
cannot keep anything I do not per- 
fectly put into His hands, any more 
than a banker can keep money if we 
do not deliver it over to him. May 
we never murmur nor complain about 
His keeping if we are not fully given 
up. One of the great secrets of being 
kept is to get past the go-back corner. 
Said a converted colored man: ' 'I have 
got safe past de go-back corner. I'm 
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goin' all de journey home. An* if you 
don't see me at de first of dem twelve 
gates up dere, jes look on to de next 
one, for I am bound to be dere. " 



SERMON. 



The Highway and the Way. 

Text: Isa. 35: 8, 9. 

"And an highway shall be there, 
and a way, and it shall be called, The 
way of holiness; the unclean shall not 
pass over it; * * * No lion shall be 
there, nor any ravenous beast shall go 
up thereon, it shall not be found there; 
but the redeemed shall walk there." 

I have found that the more of our 
senses we bring into use in receiving 
truth the greater is the impression, 
and the longer we retain it. I mean 
by this that one can get truth by read- 
ing a book just by the eye, but if you 
read it aloud you have the organs of 
the eye and ear to assist the mental 
faculties. So in bringing this won- 
derful text before you I want to assist 
you with the accompanying diagram. 
(See cut No. 7.) 
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First, I want to call your attention 
to the two ways spoken of in the text, 
"And an highway shall be there, and 
a way, and it (the way) shall be called, 
The way of holiness." This highway 
and the way lead from the cross to 
heaven. 

When a sinner is converted he passes 
from darkness into light and com- 
mences to walk in the light of justifi- 
cation. This way is not called holi- 
ness by earthly people but it is by the 
heavenly, for " Without holiness no 
man shall see the Lord, " but if a person 
dies in this way they will go to heaven; 
this is not perfect holiness, but it is 
holiness begun. 

I fear not a few holiness teachers 
have pictured the life of justification 
as a very low state of grace in order 
to magnify the second work. The Bi- 
ble does not draw the picture of a son 
of God as some preachers do. I con- 
sider it a wonderful thing to be born 
again, to pass from death unto life; it 
is pardon, peace and power; it is to 
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read ones "title clear to mansions in 
the skies." One can sing, 'Tm a child 
of a king," and "O happy day, that 
fixed my choice on thee, my Savior 
and my God." And the sinner can 
say, "He brought me up also out of an 
horrible pit, out of the miry clay, and 
set my feet upon a rock, and estab- 
lished my goings." "But the path of 
the just is as the shining light, that 
shine th more and more unto the per- 
fect day." 

Rev. David Updegraff says of him- 
self when converted, after a legal 
struggle as a church member for over 
ten years: "I was glad to submit to 
God, and agree to His terms — any 
terms in order to have peace with 
Him. But the witness of the Spirit 
did not come; and after all others had 
retired, I had it out with my Lord in 
the silent watches of the night, upon 
my library floor. And, as people 
sometimes say by way of emphasis, 
I was converted through and through, 
and I knew it. I was free as a bird. 
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' Justified by faith,' I ha* peace with 
God. His spirit witnessed with my 
spirit that I was born again." 

Sooner or later the truly justified 
soul, while walking in the light, will 
come up face to face with the "altar 
that sanctifies the gift," and if we go 
right forward at this crisis of our life 
we will enter the "way called holi- 
ness." This requires all there is of us, 
or in other words, we die to self and 
make a perfect consecration of our- 
selves to God as a living sacrifice, 
and * 'count all things that are gain as 
loss." This is the believer's privilege, 
to go up at once and possess the land. 
But alas! too many, like the children 
of Israel, say, "We be not able to go 
up against the people." And it is 
written of them "that they could not 
enter in because of unbelief." 

Now when a child of God is brought 
face to face with this perfect conse- 
cration, if they do not make it, they 
will walk around the altar either to 
the right or to the left, then will oom- 
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mence the wilderness experience of 
semi-darkness, as shown in the cut, 
and they will begin to find in their ex- 
perience, pride, as represented by the 
peacock at the left, the lion of fear, 
and the rock of doubt that leads to 
the rosebush of worldly pleasures, 
more fear and then the large rock of 
unbelief where there is no bridge that 
spans the "great gulf fixed," and the 
next step from unbelief is eternal hell. 

O, dear reader, I hope you do not 
belong to that large popular family 
by the name of "Demas," who having 
loved this present world have forsak- 
en the living waters and hewn out for 
themselves cisterns that will hold no 
water. 

You know when a Christian gets 
where they do not hunger and thirst 
after the fullness of God and get filled, 
they will soon fill up on something 
else. "And that which fell among 
thorns are they, which, when they 
have heard, go forth and are choked 

with oarei and riches and pleasures of 
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this life, and bring no fruit to per- 
fection. " 

To say there is no pleasure in get- 
ting riches would be to deny our own 
senses. And to say that the Bible 
does not teach that they were deceit- 
ful and uncertain, would be to deny 
inspiration. Just listen to the voice of 
God: "And having food and raiment, 
let us be therewith content. But they 
that will be rich ( this does not follow 
that they are rich), fall into tempta- 
tion and a snare, and into many fool- 
ish and hurtful lusts, which drown 
men in destruction and perdition. For 
the love of money is the root of all 
evil." (I Tim. vi: 8 -10.) Now this has 
no uncertain sound, but who heeds 
it? Look at the mad rush for gold to- 
day; see men by the thousands risking 
their lives in the Klondike. Talk 
about excitement! If W3 Christians 
became as excited t>ver the salvation 
of immortal souls we would be called 

a set of fanatics, I wish every Chris- 
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tian could read John Wesley's sermon 
on the "Danger of Riches. " 

One Sunday at after I had 

given a Bible talk on " Christian Per- 
fection, " an old man with white hair 
came to the altar of prayer with other 
seekers ; I talked and prayed with 
him without much satisfaction. At 
the close of the prayer service he 
arose and with tears in his eyes, gave 
substantially the following: " When I 
was a young man about twenty years 
old, I gave my heart to God and I was 
very happy. I lived a good, faithful 
Christian life for a year or so, then 
began to feel the need of a deeper 
work of grace in my heart, also a 
voice, 'Go preach my gospel.' Instead 
of giving up fully I made a sort of 
compromise and told the Lord if He 
would let me pay for my farm I would 
then 'go.' He did not cast me off. I 
prospered and soon paid for mf farmj 
then I saw another forty that I could 
get and told the Lord that would just 
»hout keep me in my old age. I bought 
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it and paid for it, and then I wanted 
another eighty near by and by that 
time my gift for money making was 
greater than for preaching. So I lived 
a sort of a compromise life, not in- 
tending to give up my Savior, kept 
getting more land until through spec- 
ulation I was the owner of fifteen 
hundred acres; and I was an old man 
and awake to the fact that the love of 
God had all leaked out of my heart. 
Reverses came and I lost heavily. 
I looked back and saw that I had been 
dishonest with God and man; farm 
after farm slipped away until to-day 
I stand before you a pauper for both 
worlds; the heavens are like brass to 
me; I fear I have sinned away the day 
of grace." He went away unsatisfied 
even after that confession. I picked 
up a paper a few months after that 
and saw that he had dropped dead on 
the street. I confess to you, reader, 
this left an impression on me I could 
not shake off. This walking around 
the altar of perfect consecration 
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means more than we think at the time. 
Some people say to me, "It means a 
good deal to say you are all given up 
to God." "Yes," I reply "But it 
means a good deal more to say you are 
not all given up. " 

Our text says "the unclean shall 
not pass over it." There seems to be 
a great cry to-day that the unclean 
are in the holiness ranks, and we hear 
upon every hand, c 'If that person is a 
Christian and going to heaven I do 
not want to go," or "If he or she is 
sanctified, I do not want to be." Now 
brother let me tell you something. 
Perhaps you say, "Are we not to 
judge them by their fruits?" Yes, 
but you must always remember that a 
blind man is always a poor judge of 
colors, and there are some people who 
are not experts in the fruit business, 
they could not tell crab apples from 
fall pippins. If you are stumbling over 
professors of holiness, you must be in 
the same way that they are in, and as 
no unclean person is in the holy way 
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you can easily assertain where you 
are by the kind of people you are fall- 
ing over. 

Again, "No lion shall be there." A 
great many times it will look as if 
some lion stood in your way to block 
the progress of a holy walk with God, 
but remember your pilot says "There 
shall be no lion there." 

Bunyan's Christian and companion 
while travelling this road met two 
men coming back, their names were 
"Faintheart and Fearful." They 
told the Christians they could not get 
through because there were two lions 
in the path, but Christian girded him- 
self and said, "This is the only route 
to the Celestial City and we must go 
this way, lion or no lion; after being 
denounced by the backsliders they 
went on over the hill and there, away 
down the road, were two lions, but 
they kept going on repeating God's 
. words "No lion shall be there, nor any 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, it 
shall not be found there," and when 
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they got to the place where it looked 
as if the lions blocked the way, they 
found them both chained. Reader, 
God can make all things work to- 
gether for good to those that love 
Him. 

Daniel's lions proved to be pets. 
Jacob's fear, that "all-these things are 
against me," proved that they were 
all for him. Reader, there will come 
times in the holy way when you will 
have to put your fingers in your ears 
to shut out the discordant notes that 
come from friends and foes, run and 
cry, "Life, life, eternal lifer" Now 
dear reader, where are you? To what 
part of this diagram does your faith 
carry you? You must remember that 
every advance in the divine life is won 
and kept by faith. If you are in the 
black part that means sin; but do not 
despair, there is a promifee for you. 
" Jesus came to seek and to save sin- 
ners." If you are in the light of justi-. 
fication, yet hungering for perfect 
cleansing, you may well thank God and 
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heed His holy command, "Go on unto 
perf ection. " If you have walked 
around the altar and got into the wil- 
derness experience, and you feel you 
have lost some of your first love, if 
not all of it, do not give up to dis- 
couragements but come back to the 
cross; Father loves you just the same. 
He has been watching for you for 
years, anxious to put the ring on your 
finger and give you the kiss of par- 
don. Perhaps you are saying, "I have 
done this so many times and failed, I 
am ashamed to try again." As you 
look into the sweet pale facet of your 
dying Savior and know what He has 
done for you, will you not even be 
willing to fail for Jesus' sake, trying 
to serve Him? 

If you are in the way called holi- 
ness, truly you have a right to shout 
and sing. If you feel at times down- 
cast a lack of efficiency, or a hunger 
for a greater fullness, go in for it and 
do not doubt what Jesus has done for 
you. Remember after you have re- 
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oeived the Holy Ghost, you have only 
just commenced to live in the edge of 
this great ocean of love. 

"President Finney, referring to a 
certain class of people, whose gener- 
ation it is hoped, is extinct, said: 
•They supposed that whoever be- 
lieves gets so filled as never to thirst 
any more. But the fact is, the mind 
may rise higher and higher, making 
still richer attainments in holiness at 
each rising grade of progress. It may 
indeed find many resting places, as 
Bunyan gives his pilgrim — here at the 
top of the hill of Difficulty, there on 
the Delectable mountains. Subsequent 
to these scenes will occur other peri- 
ods of intense desire for new baptisms 
of the Spirit and for a new ascent up 
the heights of divine life. This is to 
be the course of things so long, at 
least, as we remain in the flesh, and 
perhaps forever.'" — Christ Crowned 
Within, page 60. 

Before you lay this book down settle 
it forever, that you are not your own, 
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you are bought with a price — the 
precious blood of Jesus Christ. Praise 
His holy name! Beloved, you are not 
fully consecrated until you have got 
beyond the bargain line. Until you 
give yourself to God forever, for Him 
to use and. dispose of according to His 
holy will, whether you ever get any- 
thing in the shape of blessings or not, 
you have not reached a point where 
you can trust God to purify your 
heart. 

I am not in sympathy with these so- 
called " monthly consecration" meet- 
ings. When one places all upon the 
altar, I look upon it as on6 of the most 
sacred transactions of life: like the 
marriage contract, never to be broken 
or taken back or renewed unless one 
of the contracting parties commit 
spiritual adultery. 

You ask me in closing to state if my 
consecration has not been tested. My 
answer is, Yes, and very severely. 

Shortly after making a full conse- 
cration, while holding a revival in an 
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adjoining county to my loved home, I 
received this telegram: i 'Come home, 
Floyd very sick." I took the first 
train and as it sped across the country 
I thought of what might be the conse- 
quence of the illness of our little five- 
year-old boy. As the train rolled into 
the depot one of my neighbors met 
me and with much agitation hurried 
me home. 

When we arrived there what a scene 
met my gaze. The pictures were tak- 
en from the wall, the best furniture 
removed from the room and the car- 
pets stripped from the floor, and in 
the* middle of the parlor upon his bed 
lay my little pet sufferring awfully 
from that dreadful disease of diph- 
theria. I looked at him a moment 
then turned to our faithful family 
doctor and said, " Is this dangerous?" 
and without answering me tears filled 
his eyes and he walked away. I knew 
what that meant. In a few hours my 
wife was taken down with the same 
disease, and the whole family in a few 
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days was liable to be swept into eter- 
nity. My property began to slip out of 
my hands, and from natural instincts 
the neighbors — although as kind as 
could be- shunned our home. In a 
few days as I sat by the bedside of my 
dying boy I stooped over and said, 
"How do you feel my little man?" and 
he put his little cold arms around my 
neck and whispered, "Better, papa." 
He then sank back upon the pillow 
and the angels came and took him. 

Dear reader, do you say to me those 
days were testing days? Indeed they 
were. But I never knew before what 
the grace of God could do under trial. 
I never knew before what it meant to 
have the Comforter. I want to testify 
to the glory of God. He sustained me 
and brought me out more than a con- 
queror. Those days put a tenderness 
in my soul I never knew before. I 
have thought with the poet: 

* * * * 

"Strange we never prize the music, 
Till the iweet-voiced bird is flown* 
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If we knew the baby fingers, 

Pressed against the window pane, 
Would be cold and stiff tomorrow—' 

Never trouble us again— 
Would the bright eyes of our darling 

Catch the frown upon our brow? 
Would the prints of rosy fingers 

Vex us then as they do now? 

Ah! those little ice-cold fingers, 

How they point our memories back 
To the hasty words and actions 

Strewn along our backward track ! 
How those little hands remind us, 

As in snowy grace they lie, 
Not to scatter thorns-but roses- 

For our reaping by and by." 

Dear reader, by the- grace of God 
I'll meet you in heaven. Amen.
